demand and receive bonuses, com- 

missions and discounts reaching up to 
. 20 per cent. for lending money at 5% 
- and 6 per cent. interest.

per cent. above the interest charges wore: 
exacted. 

Borrowers are forced to take de- 
preciated Liberty bonds at par when 
they are selling at 95 and lower, at 
which prices they could purchase 
them in the market. 

Builders in need of mortgage money 
must buy old tenements, widely scat- 
tered lots and other ‘‘cats and dogs,”’ 
as Mr. Untermyer terms them. He said 
that ‘‘ men who go out to get money 
for building operations come back 
with job lots of property they do not 
‘Wwant.”’ 

The borrowers have to take the 
Property at the value dictated by the 
amoney lenders. In one case a con- 
cern desiring to borrow $140,000 had 
te take property valued at $102,500. 

Received Bonuses of $337,310. 


One mortgage broker, dealing mainly 
im third mortgages, paid out $1,745,044 
on the face value. of mortgages 
amounting to $2,102,357, receiving 
$337,310 in bonuses in the space of a 
few years. He defended a bonus of 
20 per cent. on the ground that the 
builder could not get along without 
his services, ‘‘ admitting ’’ that he was 
-@ “public benefactor.’’ 


In some cases borrowers were 


- .gbliged to incorporate themselves so 


“that they could not plead usury when 
-_ banks and cther lending organizations 
made conditions which meant the pay- 
ment of 8 to 15 per cent. interest with- 
out the charges for legal fees, title, 
brokerage, mortgage tax and other 
~ charges. 

Witnesses admitted frankly that bor- 
rowers would not have bought lots, 
tenements and property in other cities 
if they had not been obliged to do 
go as a condition precedent to the 
granting of loans. 

In scores of cases out of 500 or more 
which Mr, Untermyer said were in his 
possession the loans were asked on 
prime investments, which witnesses 
testified were gilt-edged, yet the lend- 
ing institutions frequently lent on only 
60 per cent. of the value of the prop- 
erty. 

In several cases vorrowers found 
themselves paying 126 per cent. inter- 
est after making a dozen quarters in- 
stalments on loans and after bonuses 
and other disbursements had been 
charged off. Borrowers in some cases 

_ got two-thirds of ‘the face value of 
Mortgages and paid interest on the 
entire amount.

No Rejoicing This Year 
At Moscow Internationale 


RIGA, Latvia, June 2 (Associated 
Press).—The third congress of the 
Third Internationale is scheduled to 
open in the Kremlin at Moscow today 
or tomorrow amid a setting greatly 
contrasting with previous gatherings 
of the world’s “direct actionists.”’ 
The Moscow Izvestia announces that 
but little ceremony is attached to 
the meetings; which in previous 
years were the occasion of great pro- 
letarianh rejoicing. 

There are no gay decorations in the 
streets and only a few special theat- 
rical performances’ have. been ar- 
ranged for the delegates, while the 
new Russian policy of direct action 
in work is to be exemplified py hav- 
ing the streets and sidewalks in the 
central part of the city, which have 
long been in a terrible state, repaired 
in the delegates’ honor. 

“The general state of Soviet Rus- 
sia,’’ says the paper, ‘‘is very un- 
satisfactory for the organization of 
pompous ceremonies.’’

Only With Revolvers. 











WOMEN ASK TO FIGHT POLES 


Wagons’ Loaded With German 
Dead From Pasnowitz Battle 
Excite People of Krappitz. 


LONDON, June 2.—Describing briefly 
the fighting in. the streets of Beuthen, 
Upper Silesia, between armed Germans 
and Poles, which was finally suppressed 
by the French, an Oppeln dispatch to 
the London Times says that this was 


the Germans had attempted resistance 
within the area occupied by the Poles. 

An Oppeln message forwarded by the 
Berlin correspondent of the Central 
News says the Inter-Allied Commission 
has decided that the German Defense 
Corps is not to be considered an insur- 
gent body. 


.OPPELN, June 2 (Associated Press).— 
The attack upon the French soldiers 
forming the garrison of Beuthen was 
made by forces organized: by the Ger- 
man inhabitants of the town. Reports 
state the Germans numbered 3,000. The 
French. used tanks in charging on the 
Germans. There were many German 
casualties, it is reported, but the French 
suffered no losses. 

The situation at Beuthen is compli- 
cated by the presence of Polish insur- 
gent forces around the city. The Poles 
began a fight with Germans in the out- 
skirts of the town on Sunday, and when 
the French were attacked the Poles 
rushed men to their assistance. Reports 
from’ Beuthen are not entirely clear, 
but it would appear. that the French 
commander refused the proffered aid, as 
it is said the French are holding the 
Poles from entering the town. 

The attack by the Germans on the 
French is said to have been well 
planned. Telegraph and telephone wires 
between the French headquarters and 
the barracks were cut, sentries were 
driven back and the headquarters de- 
tachment was surrounded. Tanks were 
rushed to the scene, and the Germans, 
who were armed with pistols, attempted 
to eapture the machines, but were re- 
pulsed and were driven into adjacent 
buildings, from the windows of which 
a hot fire was opened. The tanks 
charged on the buildings, firing volleys 
through the aoors ana windows. 

In the "battle near Gross-Strehlitz, en- 
gaged in by Germans and Poles, the 
Germans forced the insurgents to with- 
draw from strong sitions. 

German dead and wounded removed 
from the scene of this fight, which took 
place at Posnowitz, about five miles 
west of Gross-Strehlitz, were taken to 
Krappitz, a town on the west,bank of 
the Oder. When farm. wagons loaded 
with German dead entered Krappitz the 
populace was so excited that Baron von 
Pless, cgpmmander of German volunteer 
organizations there, had difficulty in 
controlling the temper of his officers. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was at Krappitz when, these 
wagons entered the town, and saw the 
dead, who ranged from 16 years to 60, 
removed from them. The improvised 
ambulances which brought the wounded 
from the scene of the fighting .were 
parked in rows in the court of the 
castle at Krappitz. 

omen began volunteering last night 
for ‘service at the front, and declared 
they were ready to take the places of 
men who were killed. A number of 
women, wearing men’s clothing, are 
driving wagons and automobiles, some 
of them carrying army revolvers in their 
belts.

AMERICA UNAFRAID - 
BUT SEEKING PEACE 
[S HARDING'S IDEAL 


President in Impromptu Talk to 
Annapolis Graduating Class 
Outlines His Creed. 


HOPES THEY NEVER SEE WAR 


But Tells Them Willingness to 
Die for Flag Must Remain 
Civilization’s Safeguard. 


AGAINST FURTHERCRUSADES 


Asserts Best Policy for Nation le a 
““ Sensible Blend ’”’ of New and 
Established Orders.

ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 2.—President 
Harding defined his attitude on national 
defense this afternoon to the 1921 
graduating class of the Naval Academy. 
At the outset of an impromptu speech 
he repudiated the accusations that prepa- 
ration for defense is brutal and material 
by saying that no nobler task could 
come to any man than that of defend- 
ing his country. 

“That is an inherent thing in men, 
rlanted in the humun breast by God 
Almighty in his bequest of human at- 
tributes, and there would not be any 
civilization today if men were not will- 
ing to give their all for the preserva- 
tion and life of the country,’” said the 
President. 

This note, sounded here in the coun- 
try’s great training school for naval of- 
ficers, and following a declaration by 
Kear Admiral A. H. Scales, com- 
mandant of the Academy, that ‘an 
adequate navy is a wise and economical 
form of national defense,’’ was loudly 
applauded. 

In expressing the hope that the class 
before him would ‘‘ never be called upon 
to draw a sword or fire a gun,’”’ the 
President quickly added: ‘‘I do not 
mean by that that ours is to be the 
craven republic. I want an America 
unafraid. I want you to help make a 
republic of conscience, a republic of 
sympathy, a republic of strength, a re- 
public of high ideals.’’ 

The President then repeated a thought 
which he voiced on Decoration Day at 
the Arlington National Cemetery when 
he spoke of the necessity for preserv- 
ing the ideals upon which the country’s 
civilization is established. Crusading 
for new ideals has a different aspect, he 
said, for sometimes this struggle is 
not well fgunded. He held that between 
the fervor of a crusade and the insist- 
ence upon the continuance of the old 
order lie the highest attainments of the 
American republic. 

Had Not Expected to Speak. 


The President, who motored from 
Washington with Mrs. Harding, had not 
expected to speak when he arrived in 
Annapolis. In fact, he had no intention 
of doing so until after he faced the 
graduates of the class and handed them 
their diplomas, one by one. By that 
time, however, so he said later, he had 
been so impressed with their strength 
and earnestness that Admiral Scale’s re- 
quest for a few remarks found a ready 
response. 

‘“‘IT have had a very great pleasure 
in handing the graduates their dip- 
lomas,’’ the President said. ‘‘ I thought 
I could not permit the program to end 
without saying a word to the class in 
general and to express my own pleas- 
ure in being present on this occasion. 

“The Admiral and the Secretary have 


f spoken about the graciousness of the 


Executive in coming here. That is all 
wrong. The Executive has had not only 
pleasure but inspiration in’ coming here. 
I am more than happy to greet this 
addition of trained men to thé ranks 
of American defense. 

‘* A good deal is said nowadays about 
the materialization and the brutality of 
preparing for defense. I say to you 
young men of the graduating class and 
to the midshipmen to follow you, I 
know of nothing nobler in this world 
than the defense of one’s own country. 
That is an inherent thing in men, plant- 
ed in the human breast by God Al- 
mighty ‘in his bequest of human attri- 
butes, and there would not be any civil- 
ization today if men were not willing-to 
give their all for the preservation and 
life of the country. 

‘“‘I think there is a marked distinc- 
tion between some of the basic inclina- 
tions of life. Preservation of the estab- 
lished order is one thing and it is highly 
essential. We must always be ready 
to preserve and to maintain the things 
upon which our civilization rests. Cru- 
sading for a new order is quite another 
thing. Sometimes it is most nobly in- 
spired; sometimes ill-advised, but I 
think the highest attainments in our 
republic lie in a successful blend of an 


established order and the enthusiasm 
of a crusade. I believe there is a na- 
tional blend of these two. 

‘*You men have been educated at the

‘“‘The London Times is owned by a 
number of shareholders, but it ‘is under- 
stood that the proportion which matters 
is in three groups controlled by Lord 
Northcliffe, the Walter family and Sir 
John Ellerman. )The story is that the 
Ellerman block is now detached from 
that of Lord Northcliffe and is asso- 
ciated with the Walter family, that this, 
will make Lord Northcliffe’s position un- 
tenable and that a group of business 
men including Lord Inverforth are pre- 
pared to take up his holdings. 

“I believe there is nothing in this 
story and that it is founded on a mis- 
apprehension. The déed of agreement, 
I understand, upon which Lord North- 
cliffe has controlled The London Times 


since his great coup of ten years ago, 
gives him absolute control until retire- 
ment, and it is not the case~that a 
clause comes into operation under cer- 
tain contingencies setting this .aside.’’ 

THE New YorK TiMEs is informed on 
authority that this is a fairly, accurate 
statement of affairs, but that Lord 
Northeliffe’s interests in The London 
Times are too strong to be outbid by 
an accommodation of the Ellerman and 
Walter interests, even if such had taken 
place. .

Armenian on Trial in Berlin for 
Murder of Talaat Pasha 
Reveals Vision. 


TELLS OF TURKS’ BUTCHERY 


Case Regarded as One Against 
German Rule in Near East—

Special Cable to THs Nww Yorx Timms, 
BERLIN, June 2.—‘‘I am not guilty 


because my conscience is clean. A fort-) 


night before this deed the scenes of the 
massacre of Erzerum reappeared to me. 
I saw my mother, brother and ravished 
sisters lying as corpses. Suddenly the 
dead body of my mother stood up, 
placed itself before me and said: ‘ You 
know that Talaat Pasha is here. You 
are utterly indigferent.. You are there- 
fore not my son.’ I then became sud- 
denly awake and reached a decision to 
kill Talaat.’’ 

That was the dramatic defense today 
of Salomon Teilirian, 24, an understze-1, 
swarthily palefaced Armenian, at his 
trial for the shooting and killing of 
the Young Turk leader, Talaat Pasha, 
in March of last year in thronged Har- 
denberg Street, the fashionable West 
Enc section. There Talaat, a refugee 
and condemned to death as a Turkish 
war criminal, lived incognito as plain 
Herr Ali Saly Bei. 

Iterlin’s most picturesque and most 
sensational criminal trial in years is 
in reality the case of the massacred 
Armenian people versus the Turkish and 
German war leaders who perpetrated, 
ordered and condoned the many mas- 
sacres. 

Berlin’s entire Armenian coiony turned 
out for the occasion today. There were 
many in the courtroom and those unable 
to gain admission besieged the street en- 
trance. 

Berlin's most famous criminal lawyers 
are defending the young Armenian mur- 
cderer and with them is associated one 
of the foremost German international 
law authorities, Privy Councillor Nie- 
meyer, of Kiel. ‘The damning German 
angle to the Turkish war atrocities in 
Armenia was patent to all present, but 
counsel for the defense announced they 
would do everything possible to protect 
‘« Germany’s legitimate interests.’’ The 
defense of Teilirian is that he acted in 
a brainstorm. 

Witnesses summoned included General 
Liman von Sanders, German Com- 
mander in Chief in the late Turkish Em- 
pire. ° 

Talaat’s attractive young Turkish 
widow, fashtonably attired in modern 
black silk mourning, was also present. 
A half dozen professional German alien- 
ists completed the picture. 

As Teilirian was narrating, through 
an Armenian interpreter, the Turkish 
atrocities in Armenia, his Oriental tem- 
perament got the better of him and he 
shrieked, ‘‘ Rather will I die than again 
live through the black days when my 
mother and sisters were outraged and 
murdered and my father and hkrother 
were butchered. I won’t discuss it 
further.’”’ 

Finally persuaded by the presiding 
German Judge, the accused told the 
following story: 

“In 1915 the Armenian populace of 
Erzerum was suddenly alarmed by the 
news that the Turkish Government 
planned violent measures. Shortly after- 
ward the popiete was herded together 
and driven off in columns under the con- 
duct of Turkish soldiers. After being 
robbed of their money and belongings 
the massacre, in' which my family were 
victims, took place. After I had seen 
my brother’s skull split, I was hit on 
the head and lay unconscious probably 
one or two days. 

‘“‘In a neighboring village an aged 
Kurdish woman gave me some food 
and old Kurdish clothes in exchange for 
my blood-covered Armenian garments, 
but she feared to conceal me any longer. 
After. two months of wandering I 
reached Russian territory in _ the 
Caucasus. I wandered about in Russia 
and Persia until I heard of my heme 
town being freed again. I returned 
there and found only two Armenian 
families still living. 

‘‘ My paternal house was deserted and 
devastated. I knew my father had 
buried some gold in the ground so I 
searched and found 4,800 Turkish 
pounds. Then I went to Tiflis and re- 
mained there two years until the be- 
ginning of 1919. I went then to Con- 
stantinople, then to Saloniki and. to 
Serbia, back to Saloniki and then to 
Paris, where the Persian Consul gave 
me a pee to Geneva where the German 
Consulate gave me a visé to Berlin. 

‘*T accidentally recognized Talaat cn 
the street, found out where he lived, 
rented a room in a house opposite and 
then observed him.’’. Then followed his 
dramatic story of his murdered moth- 
ers ghost ins vagy 5 the shooting.

SOVIET AGENTS TOLD 


London Morning Post _Makes 
‘Public Secret Instructions 
Sent Out by Tchitcherin. 


GAIN TIME BY TRADE PLAN 


Policy for the Moment to Meet 
the Demands of Various 
European Powers.

LONDON, June 2.—The Morning Post 
publishes extracts from a document, 
Which it says it has every reason to be- 
Neve is genuine, giving instructions issued 
by Tchitcherin, the Bolshevist Commis- 
sary for Foreign Affairs, to the diplomat- 
ic and financial representatives of Soviet 
Russia in England, Germany, Italy and 
Czechoslovakia. They are dated Feb, 6, 
1921, and marked absolutely secret.’’ 
They read: 

“ The three-years-long victorious 
struggle on the interior fronts against 
the agents of world imperialism has end- 
ed with the. full triumph ofthe workers 
and peasants of Russia. We are now 
face to face with the forces of im- 
perialistic capitalism which directed 
Denikin, Kolchak and Wrangell and 
which up to the present were hidden 
from us, but with which we must enter 
into open conflict. *¥We must admit this 
conflict is to begin at the moment most 
disadvantageous to us. Our country is 
exhausted by the uninterrupted struggle 
of seven years’ duration. The Red Army 
{s as yet far from the level at which 
we would wish to see it. Among the 
wearied population is developing a very 
natural apathy and inertia. The diffi- 
culty of Socialistic reconstruction of the 
whole State building * so great that it 
hardly is possible to hope for the reali- 
zation of all the necessary technical and 
material: forces. 

‘‘ Under such conditions the whole fu- 
ture of Soviet Russia will depend on the 
skillful exploitation of the present gen- 
eral political situation of Europe. The 
present order in Europe satisfies no one, 
indeed, it cannot satisfy any one, and 
all the time with the increasing poten- 
tiality of the menaces of war, bour- 
geois diplomacy will soon be absolutely 
unable to solve the questions always 
ripening and always put off. War alone 
can lead out of the hopeless situation in 
which are at present all the lands of 
Western Europe, and whatever say sen- 
timental assurances, all the nations are 
unconsciously attracted toward war. 
Whatever antics are played before the 
populations by the political leaders in 
Germany and France, these leaders are 
practically trembling only for their port- 
folios and always rattling their swords 
to give way at the last minute and cir- 
cumstances will anyhow sooner or later 
bring them to conflict and at the time 
of this conflict we must have our hands 
free. 

‘“‘The question remains just the same 
on whatever ground the conflict men- 
tioned may arise, whether on Franco- 
German ground or upon any other, say, 
an Anglo-American. The profound or- 
ganic motives underlying this last -con- 
.troversy [Anglo-American] can, of 
course, be very usefully utilized by us 
for our own purposes. We are rapidly 
approaching the moment when by force 
of logic, of history itself, capitalistic 
diplomatists will inevitably, perhaps 
consciously, be led to commit a blunder 
and all our efforts must be directed to- 
ward encouraging them to. blunder. 
Germany requires moral support, we will 
give it. She wants security for her 
eastern frontier, we wiil promise her 
this security. France desires to see our 
helplessness, we will show helplessness. 
England wishes to exploit us, we will 
give her full occasion to do so.

Though five men ‘were arrested late 
last night charged with having kidnapped 
Giuseppe Verotta ten days ago and three 
of them had confessed, the police early 
this morning were ignorant of the five- 
year-old child’s whereabouts in the face 
of the stubborn silence of the man they 


Hand band. 

While detectives of the Italian squad 
volleyed questions at this man, Antonio 
Marino of 349 East Thirteenth Street, 
others sped about the city in a vigorous 
hunt for the lad, lest news of the cap- 
ture of the gang lead to a removal te a 
remote place or even to his destruction. 
A letter received by the father, John 
Verotta of 354 West Thirteenth Street, 
subsequent to the original letter de- 
manding $2,500 ransom mailed to Mrs. 
Verotta, was postmarked Brooklyn, and 
one squad of searchers was rushed there 
following the captures. 

At 2 o’clock this morning after having 
assailed Marino with all lawful energy, 
the detectives were fearful that he 
might resist every effort to break him 
down. In that event they realized a 
long hunt still might be ahead of them. 
None the less they comforted the Ve- 
rottas with assurances that they were 
satisfied that the- boy was unharmed 
and that his restoration, even if it could 
not be accomplished in a few hours, 
would not be long deferred. 


Woman Detective Alds. 


That the three men who confessed 
were only supernumeraries in the plot 
which they said was engineered by Ma- 
rino the detectives were satisfied. The 
men had told readily everything they 
appeared to know about the kidnapping, 
and it was evident they could render nv 
aid in the actual finding of the boy. One 
of those who confessed, the detectives 
announced after a brief examination in 
Police Headquarters, was James Rug- 
giere, stepson of Marino, who admitted 
having written the original black hand 
letter, but insisted he had done so only 
under repeated threats of death at the 
hands of. Marino if he refused. 

The others who confessed according to 
the police were John Melchionne living 
at a Chatham Square lodging house and 
Robito Raffaelle of 171 Palisades Ave- 
nue, Union Hill, N. J. The fifth man 
arrested, Santo Casumano, gave little 
information and refused to admit his 
guilt. The police regarded him as the 
least important of their captures. 

Clever acting on the part of the 
Stricken father, coupled with cunning, 
effective detective work by Miss 
Rae Nicoletti, attached to the staff of 
Mrs. George W. Loft, Deputy Police 
Commissioner, led to the capture,of the 
band after they had opened negotiations 
for a reduction of the ransom from 
$2,500 to $500 and Melchionne actually 
had accepted that sum in marked bills. 

Miss Nicoletti, living in the Vérotta 
home, where Mrs, Verotta soon is to 
become a mother for the fifth time, did 
the cooking and housework, nursed the 
three children and found time to scrape 
an acquaintance with Marino next door. 
It was disclosures she wormed from 
him which led the detectives to be cer- 
tain they were seizing all the right men 
after the go-between was caught. 

The Verottas;. after having lost al 
hope of ever seeing the child alive, were 
overjoyed. News of the capture of the 
kidnappers and_ the probably im- 
minent return of their little victim was 
sent at. once to men and women of 
wealth and social prominence who hat 
aided the stricken family in its hunt 
for the child. Among them was said 
to have been Miss Anne Morgan, sister 
of J. P. Morgan. 

The police, according to reports which 
filtered from beyond thé green baize 
door, behind which Acting Captain 
Fiachetti of th® Italian squad and his 
men were volleying questions at their 
prisoners, were determined not to cease 
their interrogations for an instant until 
one of the men should reveal the boy’s 
whereabouts. <A fast automobile was 
in waiting so that a rescue party might 
sally forth at top speed the instant the 
hiding place should be disclosed. At 
the same time every precaution was 
taken to prevent word of the capture of 
the band reaching any possible confed- 
erates, lest Giuseppe be sprited away 
to some new hiding place. 

While the police were not even sure the 
child was in New York they were satis- 
fied that he had not beén killed. They 
based this certainty more than anything 
on the fact that one of the band ac- 
cepted $500 in marked bills for the re- 
turn of the boy after $2,500 had been de- 
manded at first. They do not think 
there was any intention of restoring 
Giuseppe for any such sum. after the 
trouble and risk the band had run. In- 
stead they believe it was the purpose 
of the kidnappers to mulct the father 
of every cent of his life’s savings, a 
little at a time, under renewed threats 
of torturé and death for the little fellow.

Burglars, on Sixth Visit to 
House in Five Months, Rob. } 
Fleischmann Apartment. 


DESCEND FROM THE ROOF 


Woman’s Jewels Valued at 
$15,000, Packed for Removal, 
Among the Loot. 


For the sixth time in five months 
burglars on Wednesday evening last 
visited the Metropolitan apartment 
house at 250 West Eighty-eighth Street, 
and after ripping open drawers, closets 
and trunks in the apartment of William 
Fleischmann, on the fourth floor, 
escaped with $20,000 worth of jewelry. 
Mrs. Paul Fleischmann, sister-in-law of 
WilHam Fleischmann, was the principal 
loser. The burglars obtained $15,000 
worth of her jewelry from a trunk 
which she had left in the apartment, 
preparatory to moving to Tarrytown, 
N. Y., today. 

Mr. Fleischmann said Jast night that 
the burglars forced the window of the 
apartment with a jimmy. They descend- 
ed the fire escape from the roof of the 
eight-story house. He believed they 
gained access to the roof. from the roof 
of an adjoining apartment heuse in 
Eighty-seventh Street. 

_Mr. Fleischmann and his family were 
dining at the home of a friend while 
the sister-in-law was in Tarrytown ar- 
ranging for the removal of her effeéts to 
her new home. After they forced the 
window, the thieves went to Mr. Fleisch- 
mann’s room and in a dresser obtained 
$5,000 worth of jewelry belonging to 
him, in addition to four tickets to the 
Dempsey-Carpentier fight. They scat- 
tered the contents of the dresser and 
closets on the floor and discarded many 
articles of jewelry because initials were 
engraved on them. 

Employes of the apartment’ house 
told detectives they had not seen any 
‘strangers in the vicinity on the evening 
of the robbery. The detectives believe 
that the robbers were the same who, a 
week ago, attempted to enter the apart- 
ment of Louis V. De Foe, a dramatic 
critic, on the floor above Mr. Fleisch- 
mann. They were scared away by the 
growls of a dog in De Foe’s apartment. 


ALLIES PREPARE. 
TO SUPPORT GREEKS 


Angora Turks Want to Send a 
Mission to Arrange a New 
Treaty. . 





CONSTANTINOPLE, June 1. (Asso- 
ciated Press)—The Sublime Porte today 
sent a message to the Turkish National- 
ist Government in Angora, asking it to

REFUGEES DECLARE 
PEQNAGE PREVALENT 


Eight Who Fled From Oklahoma 
Before the Riot Tell of Warn- 
ings Given to Quit the State. 


The National Association for-the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People at 70 Fifth 
Avenue made public yesterday a state- 
ment containing the testimony of eight 
colored people, now in New York, who 
had fled from the race riot area in 
Oklahoma. The refugees asserted that 
they had been the victims of peonage in 
and near Okmulgee, about thirty miles 
from Tulsa, and that colored people in 
that region received warnings weeks ago 
to quit the State or suffer the gonse- 
quences. P 

The association, which may send rep- 
resentatives to Tulsa to investigate the 
riot, telegraphed as follows to vernor 
Robertson of Oklahoma: 

“The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People asks 
that you use full powers from your of- 
fice fo stop the reign of violence and 
terror at Tulsa, Okla., and offers its 
full co-operation in ending these disor- 
ders.”’ ¢ 

The asso¢lation announced that a re- 
lief fund was being started to aid the 
homeless colored people of Tulsa. A 
similar fund is betne, raised among Har- 
lem- negroes By Alderman George W. 
Harris, editor of The New York News, 

Four of the refugees who came to the 
office of the association are: Lizzie 
Johnson, Stella Harris, Josie Gatlin, and 
Claude Harris of Okmulgee. Others in 
their party who fled from the riot area 
before the present fighting.are: Charles 
Johnson, Allen Gatlin, L. G. Harris and 
Ruby Harris. 

Lizzie Johnson asserted that white 
cards were posted outside the doors of 
colored homes in Okmulgee warning the 
eolored occupants to leave the State and 
that a warning to the same effect was 
published weeks ago in an Okmulgee 
newspaper. 

Mrs. Stella Harris asserted that be- 
fore their flight her house was set on 
fire three times in one night and but 
for the friendliness of a white brakeman 
from the North who woke them they 
would have been burned to death. 

The refugees asserted that under a 
system of peonage which prevails in Ok- 
lahoma, crops had been taken from col- 
ored farmers and share croppers by 
white planters, who had given in return 
only a bare, subsistence to the negro 
tenants. 

When the price of cotton fell, the 
refugees further said, negroes came in 
hungry from the country, seeking work 
and food. These negroes, ripe 6 said, 
were arrested and put on chain-gang 
labor, and general warnings were issued 
that negroes in that section would have 
to leave the State. 

James Weldon Johnson, secretary of 

the association, said that. according to 
the refugees’ evidence hewspapers had 
been warning the negroes of Tulsa and 
other cities that ‘‘ the grandest mob 
ever seen in history was coming to clean 
out colored people ’’ and that cards were 
printed foreshadowing the event and in 
many cases naming June as the time for 
the ‘* clean-up.”’ 
Mr. Johnson said that the drop in 
price of cotton and general business de- 
pression caused the action. Peonage in 
sections near Tulsa was general, he as- 
serted. i 

‘““One incident never causes a race 
riot,”’ he went on. ‘‘ The causes ac- 
cumulate for weeks and months before 
the outbreak. . 

“If the stories told by the refugees 
are true, conditions virtually of slavery, 
similar to those laid bare recently by 
Governor Dorsey in Georgia, prevail in 
Oklahoma. Robbery of ne tenants, 
brutalities.of. every description, burning 
of homes, and enforced labor for a mere 
subsistence wage will inevitably bring 
about trouble. Under these circum- 
stances it is absurd to lay the entire 
trouble to a single case of assault, if 
indeed the case actually occurred. t 

“The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People again 
calls to the attention of all Americans 
the crying need for a thorough and 
sweeping Federal investigation of the 
practice of peonage and the virtual en- 
mavempnt of colored people in the 
South.”’

LONDON, Juné 2.—A réport from Bel- 
fast today that the King had consented 
t6 o the Ulster Periiament in stat 
on ane 21 caused a flutter in politica 
circles, but it was met by a, prompt of- 
ficial denial, baséd on purely technical 
grounds. The Ulster Government, it 
Was explained, would not be constituted 
until e newly elected members meet 
en June 7 aad take the oath of alle- 
giance, consequently no such invitation 
could yet be extended to the King. When 
such an invitation has been received a 
statement’ as to his décision will ve 
made. 

If Ulster alone was to have a new 
Parliament thé King, it is said, would 
go over to open it a8 a matter of course. 
Moreover, ft the southern members 
would consent to work under the Home 
Rule act he would undoubtedly attend 
the opening at Dublin to give the south- 
ern Parliament a good send-off. But as 
it is almost certain that there will be 
no southern House of Commons, _ the 
wisdom ‘of his going to Belfast is in 
grave doubt, as it might, ft is felt here, 
seem to identify the Crown too markedly 
with one of the Irish parties and only 
emphasize the differences that are al- 
ready working chaos in Irish lfe. 

So the King is expected to delegate 
the duty of representing him to Lord 
Fitzalan, the Viceroy. It is, however, 
possible that the talks of Sir James 
Craig and De Valera, which are éxpect- 
ed to be renewed in a féw days, may 
alter the situation materially.

& gun except in expression of those 
comities that go with the service; but } 
promise you that while I am your com- 
mander you will never be called upon to 
fire a gun except you can do it with 
the consciousness that you are right to 
answer to God and to your country. 

“I do not mean by that that ours 
fs to be the craven republic. I want an 
America unafraid. I want you to help 
make a republic of conscience, a republic 
of sympathy, a republic of strength, a 
republic of high ideals, and the men whu 
must lead in that attainment are the 
men who are made fundamentally able 
by the processes of education.

‘CITIES IN LOUD PROTES 


Agriculture, Representing Greatest 
Wealth of the Country, Seems 
Destined to Escape Again.

PARIS, June 2.—The first step in the 

much heralded parliamentary revision 

of the French taxation system certainly 
does not appear to be a step toward 
taxation of French agricultural interests, 
which has long been recognized as the 
most promising means of remedying the 
bad fiscal situation of the Paris Govern- 
ment—the poverty stricken Government 
of country, which is by no means poor. 

Over half the wealth in France is in 
agriculture, which pays very little taxes 
and which controls Parliament. The 
vast burden of the taxes of France falls 
upon the cities, which means business 
and manufacturing. 

New the first proposal of the Chamber 
Finance Committee, which will go be- 
fore Parliament next week, is to reduce 
taxes. on wines, a country tax, and 
double the tax on business transactions, 
a city tax. 

The proposal to double the chiffre 
d'affaires tax, as it.is called, raises a 
furore in Paris. This protest is based 
not only on the fact that only one-third 
of French business men who should pay 
this tax do so and therefore to double 
it would-be to penalize honest business 
men. 

‘ The Gaulois says today that one of the 

things which is so sadly hampering 

French business today is taxation on 

every deal so that a commodity often 


pays five or six taxes, and implores 
Parliament to raise money some other 


way. 

The Liberté says that when the Midi 
moves the Palais Bourbon trembles, 
which 1s to say that Parliament fears 
the farmers. It recommends that the 
business men organize compactly and in- 
fluence Parliament as the farmers 
organizations do. In the Eclair, George 
Maus, President of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation of France, says the proposed 
tax would merely increase the cost of 
living because it would be tacked on to 
prices. He says that before the tax, 
now 1 per cent., is doubled the State 
should see that it is paid. He also de- 
mands that farmers be made to keep 
books and be taxed on their business 
transactions. 

The Temps tonight calls attention to 
the fact that only one-third of the 5,- 
000,000,000 francs expected from the chif- 
fre de affaires tax is paid because two- 
thirds of the merchants evade it. The 

s declares such a tax can never be 
collected equitably and is paid only by 
those who wish to pay. The Temps-also 
demands that the tax be applied to sales 
by farmers’ co-operatives which are 
now exempt. Why should the farmer 
who digs potatoes out of the ground, it 
asks, pay no tax on their sale whereas 
the mine operator who digs coal‘ out of 
the ground must pay a series of taxes 
on it. 

The Oeuvre publishes a calculation, 
showing that a farmer who earns 30, 
francs a year pays taxes of 90 francs, 
whereas a business man earning 30,000 
francs pays more than 2,000. 

Despite its oratorical trimmings the 
parliamentary taxation debate comes 
down to one sole question—are the 
French agricultural interests to be 
taxed? Sixty per cent. of the Daye goin 
of France with half the wealth pay less 
than 10 per cent. of the taxes.

FRENCH RAILROAD MEN 
BREAK OVER MOSCOW 
Half of Congress Withdraws 


After Small Vote in Favor of 
Adhering to Leninism.

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PARIS, June 2.—The annual con- 
gress of the French Railroaders’ Broth- 
erhood was given a typical example of 
the way the French labor party has 
been reduced to impotence by the effect 
of Moscow doctrines. The congress 
ended today, after a series of heated 
discussions, with a vote on the question 
whether or not to adhere to Moscow. 
The vote was 53,667 against and 55,140 
in favor. This puts control in the hands 
of pro-Bolsheviki, who, nevertheless, are 
in a minority of one to two on the 
Brotherhood Federal Council. 

Their leader, Monmousseau, promptly 
demanded a revision of the composi- 
tion of the council, but the moderate 
leader, Bidegaray, invoked the sacred 
principle that a vote once decided could 
not be questioned, that therefore the 
composition which duly voted must re- 
main unchanged. 

A scene of general disorder followed, 
ending by the retirement of Bidegaray 
with his half of the congressists as a 
protest. The split exactly parallels 
those which already have occurred in 
the Socialist Party and other labor fed- 
erations. The result is that the voice 
of labor is more negatived by its own 
disunion than its bitterest enemies could 
desire. The unswerving resolve of pro- 
and anti-Moscovites to oppose each 
other on all occasions results in a labor 
vote neatly canceled, since the two par- 
ties are of almost equal strength and 
virtually non-existent. 


CZECHS GET SHARE OF GOLD 


15,000,000 Crowns of Austro-Hun- 
garian Bank Reserve Accepted. 


VIENNA, June 2 (Associated Press).— 
An agreement on the gold reserve of 
the Austro-Hungarian Bank. has been 
reached by Austria and Czechoslovakia. 

The latter will receive 15,000,000 gold 
crowns, under the agreement as _ its 
share, and will be permitted to purchase 
the bank’s buildings in Czechoslovakia 
at the inventory price, less 20 per cent.

HARBIN, Manchuria, June 2 (Asso- 
ciated Press).—The forces of Baron 
Ungern-Sternberg, which began. an of- 
fensive against Chita, the seat of the 
Far Eastern Siberian Republic, in April 
last, are reported to have cut the rail- 
way near Borsa, southeast of Chita and 
100 miles west of the Manchurian fron- 
tier. 

The insurgents have surrounded Ner- 
chinsk and Stretensk, respectively 125 
miles and 175 miles east of Chita. 


TOKIO, June 2 (Associated Press).—A 
communication issued today by the 
Japanese War Department, after point- 
ing out that the leaders of the former 
Government at Vladivostok have been 
conducted in the direction Chita, asserts 
that t is the intention of Japan to 
adhere to her policy of non-interference 
in Russian internal politics. 

The Yorouza says Japan will indefi- 
nitely postpone her evacuation of Si- 
beria on account of the political devel- 
opments there. 

Late press advices say that the Chita 
Government hastily is preparing to es- 
tablish a front against the’ Kappell 
forces at Iman, where Bolshevist rein- 
forcements are concentrating. 

Opinion in the Russian colony here re- 
gards the recent political overturn_at 
Vladivostok as a significant anti-Bol- 
shevist movement. Fear is expressed 
among the Russians, however, that the 
arrival of General Semenoff, the Cos- 
sack anti-Bolshevist leader, who has an- 
nounced his intention of proceeding to 
Viadivostok, will create dissensions 
among the anti-Soviet element.. M. Mer- 
kuloff, it is learned, has telegraphed 
General Semenoff asking him to keep 
away. 

Merkuloff was prominent in Petrograd 
journalism during the days of the em- 
pire. He wrote on subjects connected 
with the Far East, where he had busi- 
ness interests. 

Fifty versts to the south of the Bolshe- 
viki at Iman ts a detachment of the 
Kappell forces under command of Gen- 
eral Smollin. The Bolsheviki also are 
reported to be gathering at Skotovo, 
where they have been joined by sympa- 
thizers from Vladivostok and elsewhere. 
It is reported, on the other hand, that 
part of the garrison at Khabarovsk has 
revolted and joined the Kappell forces, 
and that similar movements have taken 
place in the Blagovestchersk region. 

Soviet officers at Irkutsk, on Lake 
TBalka,. are sending out appeals for the 
communist army to defend the country 
against a counter-revolution. : 

Advices from Chita today state that 
James F. Abbott, Commercial Attaché,

PARIS, June 2.—A striking illustration 
of the high cost of building, which 
makes the housing problem so acute in 
Paris, is afforded by the action of the 
proprietors of a large site on the boule- 
vard not a stone’s throw from the Matin 
building, a location corresponding to 
Twenty-third Street and Broadway in 
in New York. 

Old houses on the site, which was pur- 
chased six months ago, were torn down 
and the foundations of a big office were 
laid. 
to the high price of labor and materials, 
the cost would be upwards of 11,000,000 
francs, whereas, a year hence, it is 
estimated, it will not be over 8,000,000 
as:prices are slowly but steadily falling. 

Accordingly the proprietors decided to 
cease construction for twelve months. 
They _ covered the foundations with 
gravel and leased the open space, some 
fifty yards wide by sixty deep, as a 
popular market. 

Under a calico banner inscribed 
‘“‘Market of the Iron Bridge, Lowest 
Prices ’’ there were thrown up fows of 
wooden shacks of a type familiar to 
Parisians during the Christmas fair on 
the boulevards, where all manner of 
cheap goods are for sale, from stock- 
ings and shirtwaists to purses, canes 
and souvenirs. At the entrance, a cut 
in the boarding that separates the huge 


hole in the ground from the boulevard a 
regular ballyhoo man invites passersby. 
to enter, which they do in crowds. 

The manager of the enterprise declares 
that although the rent paid for stall 
space at present is merely nominal, 
the proprietors expect to make, or 
rather save, more money in_ twelve 
months than by letting every room of 
the completed building for two years.

VIENNA, June 2.—Austria has not 
yet collapsed, but it is certainly totter- 
ing badly this week. It has been left 
without a oGvernment, Dr.. Mayr’s_ Cabl- 


net having resigned, and the prospect of. 


forming a new Government which would 
command more authority than Mayr’s 
is remote in the extreme, The Cabinet's 
downfall has been caused by the An- 
schluss or union with Germany agitation 
conducted by the provinces against the 
warnings of the Central Government 
and the big and little Ententes. 

The Tyrol recently held an official 
plebiscite on the union question, Salz- 
burg held a private one and now Styria 
has decided to hold an official plebescite 
on July 3, this last flouting of the au- 
thority of the Central Government being 
the final straw which broke the Cab- 
inet’s back, 

This persistence on the part of the 
provinces in holding plebiscites despite 
warnings is not due to lack of respect 
for Mayr, but for Vienna as a city 
and Austria as a State so long as it 
remains a bankrupt one. Austrian 
unity is completely shattered except as 
regards the provincial desire to join Ger- 
many, and Vienna is left as the capital 
of provinces which are in open antagon- 
ism to it. What else may be shattered 
time will show, but the Jugoslav Min- 
ister in Vienna today added his warn- 
ings to those of other members of the 
Little Entente and Italy against per- 
sistence in the Anschluss agitation and 
with every day that passes now the oc- 
cupation of Austrian territory becomes 
more imminent. 

No conceivable Government, however, 
can stop this- Anschluss movement so 
long as credits are withheld from Aus- 
tria and the peasants know that for the 
same amount of work they are receiving 
only a twelfth part of what their Ger- 
man cousins are receiving. 

A tentative proposal that a Govern- 
ment should be formed composed of 
members of the provincial Governments 
whose actions have brought Austria to 
this impasse would be such open flout- 
ing of the Little Entente that decisive 
action on their part would be unavoid- 
able.' So Austria totters along, divided 
against itself, with no Government’ pos- 
sessing authority and daring big and 
little Ententes on this question of union 
with Germany, which is not exactly 
keen on it at the moment.

Poles and Lithuanians at Brussels 
Unable to Agree. . 
Special,to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Lithua- 
nian representative in Washington an- 
nounced this evening that he had received 


a cable message saying that the nego- 
tiations between Lithuanian and Polish 
delegates at Brussels over the occupa- 
tion of Vilna by the Polish General 
Zelegouski were broken . off today.

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ASSAILS MEDICAL THEORY. 


Prof. MacDougall Stresees Impor- 
tance of Functional Disorders. 


BOSTON, June 2.—Medi¢éal science has 
Placed too.much stress on the mechan- 
ical theory of disease and must recog- 
nize that functional disorders have a 
place equally important to that of or- 
ganic disorders, Professor William Mac~- 
Dougall, Harvard University psycholo- 
gist, said in addressing the American 
PsyeMiatric Association last night. 

**T believe that the mind has a nature 
@nd a structure and functions of its 
own which cannot be fully and ade- 
quately described in terms of structure 
of the brain and its psychological proc- 
essés. And if this be true, it does 
not seem logically impossible that this 
nature of the mind itself may be dis- 
ordered or impaired or defective. 

‘‘If we are to make satisfactory prog- 
ress in psychological medicine,’ sald 
Professor MacDougall, ‘‘ we still need, 
it seems to me, to recognize fully and 
frankly the claim of functional disor- 
der to a place of equal importance end 
reality with the organic or structural 
disorders. This recognition can only 
come from a revision of the conception 


of organisms as pure mechanisms or 
machines, which have dominated the 
biological and medical sciences, and 
even’ psychological science, for more 
than aif a century. It is through 
mental influences that functional dis- 
orders are brought about.”

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MINGO FACTIONS 
AWAIT INQUIRY 


Operators and Miners Gather 
Evidence to Present if Sen- 
ate Committee Meets. 


VIGILANTES STILL ARMING 


They Number 800 on West Virginia 
Side .Alone—Former Home of 
Trouble Remains Quiet.

WILLIAMSON, W. Va., June 2.—Amid 
the calm which, since martial law was 
| established, has followed recurrent riot- 
| ing, killings and destruction of property 
jin the strike ridden Mingo County coal 
! field, coal operators and the union of- 
' ficials alike are making preparations for 
| the proposed Senate investigation of the 


' prolonged feud which is expected to be- 

gin soon after June 15. 

State officials identified with the mil- 

|ilary régime now in control under a 
| proclamation issued by Governor Mor- 
gan two weeks ago, in the meantime, are 
| onthe alert. There has been no halt in 
| the distribution of arms and ammuni- 

tion to the law and order element, and 
; mining settlements along the Tug. River 
| most exposed to hostile attacks from 
| strikers, strike sympathizers and the 
i lawless element lurking in the moun- 


tains have been suppiied with machine 
guns. 

It is safe to say that on the West Vir- 
ginia side of tne Tug some 800 men 
are under arms, including members 
of the West Virginia Constabulary, com- 
manded by Captains J. R. Brockus an4 
Thomas W. Norton, both war veterans; 
members of the Vigilance Committee or- 
ganized on the eve of Matewan Day, and 
armed employes of tne minining com- 
panies. In sume of the settlements the 
mine workers are still carrying rifles 
for self protection every time they ven- 
ture out of the mines. 

On the Kentucky shore of the Tug, 
Major Ike Wilder of the Kentucky Na- 
tional Guard has some 300 militiamen 
at his disposal for the protection of life 
and property at the mining villages and 
to prevent strike marauders from cross- 

the river and making good their 
lescape to the wild mountain region on 
his side of the Tug. 

There is considerable speculation here 
;regarding the probable make-up of the 
{investigating body—a sub-committee of 
‘the Senate Committee on Education and 
iLabor. Keports that are regarded here 
las reliable indicate that besides Sena- 
'tor Kenyon of Iowa, Chairman of the 
|}Committee on Labor and Iducation, 
\who already has announced that he will 
personally conduct the inquiry, Senators 
|Phipps of Colorado, Shortridge of Cali- 
.fornia, Walsh of Massachusetts and 
Wolcott of Delaware will be on the com- 
mittee. 

Neither the operators nor the union. 
officials: here believe it will be possible 
to finish the investigation in three or 
four days, as suggested by Senator Ken- 
yor. The union officials have already 
announced that they will have some 
fifty witnesses and it is fully expected 
that the operators will have as many. 
It is rumored that Governor Morgan 
and ex-Governor Cornwell of West Vir- 
ginia may both be asked to testify. 

The operators are at presecnt prepar- 
ing a great mass of documentary evi- 
dence to submit to the committee. This 
includes tables showing the earning of 
different classes of mine labor in the 
unorganized field, from which it will be 
possible for the committee to form its 
own opinion of how the pay of the non- 
union workcrs in the Mingo field com- 
pares with ‘he union wage scale. 

The operators believe that the infer- 
ence will be to their advantage, while 
the union officials insist that workers 
would be better off under the union 
scale and working conditions established 
by the union. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that when the strike was called 
on July 1 last year the only questions 
raised by the strike leaders were their 
right to organize the field and ghee Hoo 
tion by the operators of the United 
Mine Workers of America. 

Tables are also being prepared to show 
the extent to which the Mingo County 
region in West Virginia and Pike County 
in Kentucky, also included in the Wil- 
liamson field has suffered as a result 
of lawlessness and disorder since the 
strike was called, and to show the 
heavy tax on the industry necessary to 
protect the lives of men willing to work 
and mining property from destruction. 
The operators are anxious to take mem-

What 
progress they have made in getting 

roof of such an accusation cannot be 
earned but they insist that their side, 
when revealed at the investigation, will 
be the most telling and that some of their 
evidence will be startling in the ex- 
treme. The operators appear serene in 
the face of such prophecies and insist 
that there have been no armed mine 
guards in their ay outside of the 
watchmen at the mines and workers who 
have taken up arms for self-protection 
since soon after the battle of Matewan. 

The Senate, so far as could be learned 
here tonight, has not acted on the reso- 
lution calling for the inquiry which was 
introduced several days ago by Senator 
Johnson of California. In its original 
form it called for an investigation of 
conditions in all the bitmuminous fields 
of West Virginia and Kentucky. It is 
expected here that the resolution will 
be adopted in an amended form which 
will narrow_the inquiry to the colleries 
in Mingo County, W. Va., and Pike 
County, Ky., the two border counties.

Everybody knows 
that competent, efficient, businesslike 
management and a Board of Directors 
devoting their energies solely to the in- 
terests of transportation can operate the 
rapid transit lines and pay handsome 
dividends on’ a five-cent fare. Why 
hesitate? . 

‘* Mr. McAneny’s letter stated that the 
Transit Commission has reached no con- 
clusion in relation to the plan it is ex- 
pected to prepare and present. I have 
only asked for assurance. Do the plans 
of the Transit Commission contemplate 
an increased fare? I thought we were

Archbishop Joins in Gift Today in 
Observance of Vicar General’s 
Jubilee as Priest. 


Fifty years ago Mgr. Joseph F. 
Mooney, ‘Vicar General of the Archdio- 
cese of New York, was ordained to the 
priesthood.

AMENDMENTS OFFERED 
FOR CHANGE IN TAX LAW 


Keller Measures Repeal Trans- 
portation, Sales and Excess 
Profits Levies. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Representa- 
tive Keller, Republican, of Minnesota, 
fmtroduced today four amendments to 
the existing revenue laws which, he 
said, were sponsored by the Committee 
of Manufacturers and Merchants on Fed- 
eral Taxation and the Farmers’ Fed- 
eral Tax League. ‘ 

One measure would repeal all existing 
transportation and sales taxes except 
those on tobacco, distilled spirits, oleo- 
margine, habit-forming drugs and prod- 
ucts of child labor and also the excess 
profits tax and the 10 per cent. tax 
on the incomes of corporations. 

Another would amend the income tax 
law so as to distinguish between “ earn- 
ed’? and ‘‘ un-earned’’ incomes. The 
tax on ‘‘unearned’’ income, together 
with the super-taxes, would be retained, 


but the tax on ‘earned’’ incomes 
would Se cut in half. ‘' Earned" in- 
comes would be defined as income de- 
rived from personal services or from 
business conducted personally. 

The third bill would amend the in- 
heritance tax so as to provide a tax 
of 1 per cent. on estates of $20,000 
to $35,000, graduated upward to 90 
per cent. on estates ever $100,000,000. 

The fourth bill would provide a tax 
of 1 per cent. on land values in ex- 
cess of $10,000, after exempting build- 
ings,. and improvements, h 
case of farms, cost of 
erntog, and maintenance of fertility, 
which, Mr. Keller said, would exempt 
98 per cent. of all actual farmers. 

Yr. Keller presented estimates to 
show that the amendments, with cus- 
toms and other miscellaneous revenue, 
would raise sufficient funds to meet the 
Government budget and provide a sink- 
ing fund for the public debt. .

The Woman Citizen Mails Ques- 
tionnaire to Get Sentiment 
on League of Nations. 





FIRST REPLIES FAVOR IT 





Editorial Says ‘‘ We Are In Clutch 
of Temporary Despotism in 
the National Impasse.” 





More than 15,000 women voters, who 
are expected to express the sentiments 
of millions of their sex who: marked 
ballots in the last Presidential election, 
are being asked by The Woman Citizen, 
in a questionnaire, to state what they 
meant by their vote—in other words 
whether they believed the United S.ates 
would join the League of Nations in 
some form or reject the League in any 
form. The Woman Citizen, formerly the 
Woman's Journal, is seeking the views 
of women of both Republican and Demo- 
tratic affiliation. 

From the scattering replies that so 
far have been received, according to 
Mrs. Raymond Brown, Managing Direc- 
tor of the publication, it is evident that 
the women of the country voted over- 
whelmingly for Harding with the belief 
that the United States would enter the 
League of Nations. 

The Woman Citizen, exrlained Mrs. 
Brown, supported the League of Nations 
during the campaign last Fall. It still 
advocates the United States entering a 


concert of the great powers, and any 
kind of League, according to Mrs. 


Brown, would be better than no League, 
so long-as.it enabled us to return to a 
peacetime basis, or at least to a status 
where one would know where the coun- 
try definitely stood. : 

The questionnaire appears on the. back 
cover of The Woman Citizen of June 4 
issue, which coincidently contains an 


editorial, under the heading ‘‘ Through | 
International Organization,’ from @ 
pen of Mrs. James Lees Laidlaw, calling 
for disarmament and citing our “ na- 
tional reaction against our national am- 
biguities, our intellectual dishonesties, 
our mullings and twistings and turnings 
on the subject of international respon- 
sibility,’’ and asserting fuyther that “* we 
are in the clutch of a_ temporary 
despotism in the national impasse, as 
much as if,we, the people, were a third 
estate or a Russian serfdom.” 

It was explained by Mrs. Brown, how- 
ever, that this editorial had no connec- 
tion with the questionnaire because It 
was prepared months in advance of the 
time when the questionnaire was con- 
ceived. It simply nappened to be pub- 
lished in the same issue with the ques- 
tionnaire. The questionnaire reads in 
part:

The money was 
furnished by the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company and the property was 
the Seventh Avenue block on Seventy- 
Avenue from Thirtieth to Thirty-first 
Streets. The Mutual advanced $1,400,- 
000 on the $1,450,000 loan, he testified.

PAPER MEN DELAY 


STRIKE SETTLEMENT 


Employers and Workers Fail to 
‘Reach Agreement on Arbi- 
tration Offer. 


STRIKERS DEMAND DETAILS 


International Company Willing to 
Re-employ Men Now Out at 
1919-20 Wage Scale. 


ALBANY, June 2.—Settlement of’ the 
strike of paper mill workers in ten 
plants in various parts of the United 
States and Canada where the manu- 
facturers have made arbitration pro- 
posals wjll not be made this week at 
least, it was indicated late tonight after 
a long conference between strike repre- 
sentatives and Floyd L. Carlisie of 
Watertown, N. Y., appearing for the 
manufacturers. : 

A reply to the manufacturers’ pro- 
pozal that the men return to work, 
pending arbitration, at 75 per cent. of 
the wages they had received, and that 
in case of an increased wage adjust- 
ment the advance be retroactive from 
the time the men resumed operations, 
was given to Mr. Carlisle by the con- 
ference of union officers and shop dele- 
gates who have been in session here 
since Tuesday. The answer was neither 
affirmative nor negative, but asked for 
more details of the,plan. 

Mr. Carlisle, it was said by strike lead- 
ers, told them that he would call a con- 
ference of the manufacturers early next 
week to draft a reply to the strikers’ 
latest communication. 

No further action was taken today re- 
garding the strike as it affects the In- 
ternational Paper Company, which was 
not a party to the arbitration. 

Union heads stated that probably after 
a session tomorrow the conference here 
would adjourn to await the reply of the 
manufacturers. 





The International Paper Company, in 
an effort to end the strike at the com- 
pany’s plants, which has been in ef- 
| fect since the beginning of May, has ex- 
| tended its recent proposals to its em- 
ployes. but up to the present time no 
overtures have been mace by the men, 
according. to officials of the company. 
The company, in its statement to the 
men, has agreed to re-employ all strik- 
ers at the wage scale in effect from May 
1, 1919, to May 1, 1820, and will resume 
operations as soon. as a sufficient num- 
ber of men return to the mills. The re- 
; turn to the old scale represents a re- 
21 ver cent. from the 
level in effect when the men deserted 
The company’s original of- 
fer called for a reduction of 50 per cent., 
whereas the employes had demanded a 
10 per cent. increase. 

In the statement to its employes the! 
company says that since March 30 it and 
several other paper manufacturers have 
been acting together in an effort to 
arrange with the labor organizet!ons 
concerned a mutually ratisfactory ad- 
justment of ware rates and working 
conditions to take the place of those 
which expired on May 1 and May 11. 

t was requested hy the general offi- 
cers of the libor organ'zations that the 
manufacturers should act together, but 
the International et first obfected to 
this proposition, the management feel- 
ing thet if the negotfaticns were con- 
ducted by a committtee of manufactur- 
ers on the one hind and by the general 
officers of the labor unions on the other,

“The manvfacturing plants of the 
company have been idle since May 1 
hecnuse its emplores went on’strike on 
that date. Most of the companies con- 
cerned were. however, permitted to op- 
erate to May 11, and there has been no 
strike in the plants of many companies 
whose agreements or wage scrles ex- 
pired on these dates. This is also true 
of many other companies who do not 
recorpnize or deal with labor’ unjons. 
None of ‘them has granted the increase 
in wages asked for, and many of them! 
have reduced wages. 

“The effect has been thet former em- 
ployes and the communities where the 
mills are located, as well as the com- 
pany, have suffered serious losses’ in 
wages, business and profits, which are 
rermanent losses, making it more diffi- 
cult to return to normal, relations and 
conditions. 

‘The management did all in its nower 
to avoid. defer and prevent the strike. 
keeping its employes advised of its de- 
velopments and the conditions surround- | 
ing it through written statements fur- | 
nished to cach of them and to the offi- 
eers of the labor unions. This company 
WeHeyes the emploves are entitled to the 
character and re- 
gimts the small effect it had as indi- 
cated by their action.” 

In conclusion the statement says that 
‘the mills must be operated at prac- 
tically full canacitv to make the busi- 
ness successful. If it is not successful 
the employes cannot hope to secure as 
large a share for their earnings. The 
longer the present shut-down of the 
mills lasts, the larger the loss will be 
in both wages and profits. There is 
no question that such loss will have to 
be made up some day from the earnirgs 
of the property. It would be much more 
just and sensible that this loss be saved 
to improve the wages and living con- 
aitions of the employes and _ provide 
reasonable profits for the company. 
Therefore, the company urges each and 
ali of its employes to accept the fore- 
going. proposition in order that there 
may be a prompt resumption of normal 
orerations at the mills.

UNION APPROVES THE PLAN 


Action Doesn’t Mean That Employes 
Consent to Arbitration, Says 
International President. 


Negotiations for a new contract be- 
tween the Publishers’. Association, rep- 
resenting daily newspapers of this city, 
and Photo-Engravers’ Union 1, mem- 
bers of which employed by newspapers 
and in shops doling work for news- 
papers have been on strike since Wed- 


nesday morning, will be resumed today 
b committees representing the em- 
fe ers and the union. ‘The committees 
wilh have full power to close the new 
agreement. 

This development resulted from a sug- 
estion made at a conference yester- 
aay afternoon between representatives 
of the Publishers’ Association and union 
leaders. Meanwhile the workers, about 
225 in number, will remain on strike, 
no truce having been declared. ‘The 
conference yesterday was held in the of- 
fice of the Publishers’ Association, 63 
Park Row, and was called at the re- 
quest of Matthew Woll, International 
President of the Photo-Hngravers’ Un- 
ion. The 1,700 photo-engravers employ- 
ed in the commercial or job shops in the 
city are not involved in the strike. 

The suggestion for a joint: committee 
with full power to act was placed before 
a meeting of the Photo-Engravers 
Union in the auditorium of. the Wash- 
ington Irving High School ‘last night by 
Mr. Woll and Edward J. Volz, Presi- 
dent of Local 1. -About 1,000 mem- 
bers were present. Mr. Woll said that 
the meeting voted in favor of a com- 
mittee to resume negotiations and ex- 
ecute the new agreement, but that the 
union, by this action, had not agreed to 
arbitration, which was originally pro- 
posed by the Publishers’ Association be- 
fore the strike. The union had sought 
an increase in wages of $8 a week for 
the -workers and the publishers coun- 
tered with a proposal that the existing 
scale of $55 a week for day workers 
and $60 a week for night workers be 
continued pending further negotiations 
and possible arbitration. The union 
leaders rejected the proposal on Tues- 
'uay afternoon and ordered the strike.

Contingent on this being the case, 
there was talk of the next quarter's 
price of newsprint being 4% cents a 
pound, or $95 a ton. This compares 
with $130 per ton for the first quarter 
of 1921 and $110 for the second, or an 
average of $120 forthe first half of the 
year. 

It is stated that one of.the mills con- 
cerned has a yearly wage bill of $4,000,- 
0U00, und the 20 per cent. in wages would 
mean a saving of $800,000 annually. It 
is proposed to pass this saving on to the 
consumers, it being figured that the 
same company on the basis of the low- 
ering of the rate by three-quarters of a 
cent per pound would have a reduction 
in revenue of approximately $750,000. 
This means that the companies will be 
able to operate at the lower rates on the 
basis of existing profits, which have 
been known to be excellent. 

lt was stated that the lowering of the 
price would enable the Canadian compa- 
nies to meet the competition on foreign 
imports into the United States, which 
were being offered around 4% to 4% 
cents a pound. The American consum- 
ers accustomed to the Canadian product 
would, it is further claimed, much pre- 
fer the goods turned out here to the Eu- 
ropean article, and would even be pre- 
pared to pay a slightly higher price 
owing to the quality of the newsprint, 
the dependability of deliveries, and the 
more satisfactory financing arrange- 
ments. 

It has been long contended by the 
manufacturers that if a wage readjust- 
ment could be secured the trade would 
at once benefit. It also has been con- 
tended that to give consumers cheaper 
raw materials would be a constructive 
step of the first {mportance, provided it 
could be done without weakening the 
financial position of the producers. 

The Canadian or American mills, it is 
claimed, have not as yet received as 
much as $95 a ton rate for a full year. 
Assuming that the rate might continue 
on to the end of the year on that basis, 
it would strike an average of $120 for 
the first six months and $95 for the sec- 
ond, thus giving an average rate for the 
full year of $104.50, which would be a 
record for any year since the inception 
of the industry and make the publica- 
tion cost of newspapers still at the peak 
for the full year.

‘Showing brilliant speed for the entire 
@istance, Leonardo II., the three-year- 
old pride of the Xalapa Farm stable, 
Yesterday redeemed himself for some of 
his failures earlier this season by win- 
ning the historic Withers Stakes at Bel- 
mont Park. Leading from the rise of 
the barrier for this one-mile journey, 
the brown son of Sweep and Ethel Pace 
‘won by two lengths from the Redstone 

table’s Sporting Blood. while the Ran- 
cocas Stable’s Grey Lag, a _ well-sup- 
ported favorite, was third. There were 
seven starters, and the race was run in 

1:37 2-5, as compared with the record of 
1:35 4-5 for the event made by Man 0’ 
War last year. 

The victory sustained the judgment of 
James W. McClelland and Edward F. 
Simms of the Xalapa Farm that this 
colt was a high-class performer despfte 
his failures in the Kentucky Derby and 
the Preakness. While he has not yet 
proved that he can carry his great speed 
over longer distances, it is quite certain 
that he is the fastest three-year-old for 
a mile that has been seen here so far 
He raced his opposition to 
pieces early in the struggle and was al- 
ways far in advance of his field. 

The three-year-olds have been a puzzle 
this year, and Leonardo II. did not clear 
up the situation to any great extent by 
winning the Withers. However, if he 
can go on and win the Belmont Stakes, 
which is at a mile and three furlongs, 
he will hold undisputed claim to the 
crown in his division. 


Grey Lag Disappoints. 

The showing of Grey Lag was the 
disappointment of the race, He had 
won so cleverly but a few days before 
that many thought he would prove to 
be the best horse of his age for the 


year. But he was being driven hard to 

old third place from Touch Me Not in 
the last sixteenth of a mile after failing 
to get anywhere near to the leader at 
any time. Grey Lag was made the 
favorite and was quoted at even money 
at post time, while Leonardo 2d was 
quoted at beiter than 3 to 1.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 2.— 
Coach Jim Rice started hi8 Columbia 
oarsmen off with a rush in their prepara- 
tion for the Poughkeepsie regatta today. 
His charges had scarcely settled down 
in their new home here before the vet- 
eran rowing tutor sent his crews on the 
Hudson in a double workout, which 
covered about ten miles before word was 
finally given for a halt.

Griswold was sent to the 
stroke oar’s seat in place of Brown, 
who went to No. 4. Inch and Neale 
were promoted to the first freshman 
combination, the former rowing at No. 6, 
the latter at No. 3. Others of the fresh- 
men were shifted, with the result that 
the boating now reads as follows: Bow, 
Mayo; No. 2 Theobald; No. 3, Neale:

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BELGIAN CUP YACHT 


RACE IS POSTPONED 


Lack of Entries Causes Trans- 
atlantic Contest to Be Put 
Off Indefinitely. 


OFFER WILL REMAIN OPEN 


Under Rules Laid Down by King 
Albert, Trophy May Be Com- 
peted for Later. 


The proposed transatlantic yacht race 
for the King Albert Cup, offered by Al- 
bert I., King of the Belgians, scheduled 
to start on July 4 from a point off 
Sandy Hook %o a finish line off Ostend, 
Belgium, has been indefinitely post- 
poned. - 

The cause of the postponement is the 
lack of entries. Baron de Cartier, Bel- 
gian Ambassador to the United States, 
yesterday cabled: the Belgian. Com- 
mittee, appointed by the King to have 
jurisdiction over the yachts after they 
should have left Sandy Hook, that the 
condition of three bona fide entries be- 
fore May 31 had not been fulfilled. In 
consequence of this fact, the contest is 
automatically put off until three yachts 
shall have been entered with the Bel- 
gian Consul Géneral in New York, it 
having previously been announced, in 
half of his Majesty, that the offer of the 
cup would not be withdrawn, but should 
remain open until the American Com- 
mittee having in charge the. start of 
the race shall have been notified that 
three yachts are prepared to start. 

Thus the race may be undertaken at 
any time—this Fall, next Spring, or at 
some more distant date. ck of en- 
tries for the match as scheduled is in 
nowise due to lack of interest in the 
proposed match. American yacntsmen 
owning craft capable of undertaking a 
long, hard-fought battle across’ the 
western ocean are eager enough for the 
chance to race for such a trophy, and 
have egy the sportsmanlike of- 
fer of the Belgian King. | But, practi- 
cally from the outset, it has been the 
opinion of these sportsmen that business 
conditions the world over were too un- 
certain at present to permit of an under- 
taking of this magnitude. Once world 
conditions are fairly on the way to nor- 
mal, it is predicted that the proposal 
will be revived and the matter taken up 
with enthusiasm. \ 


Offer Made Jan. 29. 


The offer of Albert I., King of the 
Belgians, of a trophy which should be 
‘‘ emblematic of the yachting champion- 
ship of the seas,’’ open to yachts of the 
allied and neutral nations, without re- 
striction as to size or rig, and for ‘‘ the 
encouragement of deep-seas yachting,”’ 
was announced in this country on Jan. 
29 by Baron de Cartier de Marchienne, 
Belgian Ambassador to the United 
States. 

The race was to be made without han- 
dicaps of any kind, or any time allow- 
ance, and auxiliary yachts were eligi- 
ble if the machinery were sealed. The 
King's trophy would become the abso- 
lute property of the winner, but other 
yachts finishing after the winner would 
be eligible for suitable prizes, permis- 
sion to offer which was kranted by the 
King to the Royal Yacht Club of Ostend 
and the Royal Yacht Club of Antwerp. 
The yachting and municipal bodies of 
those two cities also planned a great 
yachting carnival with races for small- 
er classes of yachts, to celebrate the 
conclusion of the transatlantic match. 

Very shortly after the announcement 
of the offer of the cup and the condi- 
tions of the proposed contest, the Bel- 
gian Ambassador named a committee of 
American yachtsmen to have charge of 
all matters appertaining to the race 
up to the firing of the starting gun, 
after which the Belgian committee, 
which had already been appointed by 
the King, should have jurisdiction. 

The American committee, as appointed 
by Baron de Cartier, was composed of 
Howell C. Perrin, Larchmont Yacht 
Club; H. de B. Parsons, New York 
Yacht Club, and Charles C. Pierce, At- 
lantic Yacht Club. The Ambassador 
subsequently invited Commodore Sears 
of the Eastern Yacht Club to nominate 
a member of that organization for mem- 
bership on the committee, and, at the 
suggestion of Commodore Sears, Captain 
Henry A. Morrs became the fourth 
member. 

Two American yachts were reported to 
have been entered with the Belgian Con- 
sul General—the three-masted auxiliary 
schooner yacht Undaunted, owned by 
Commodore Francis R. Mayer of the At- 
lantic Yacht Club, and the ketch Siesta, 
the property of Professor Clayton of 
Annapolis, Md. The Undaunted is a 
fine seagoing vessel which could have 
given a good account of herself in a 
long ocean drive like the one proposed, 
but it is doubtful whether the little 
Stesta, barring accidents, would have 
been able to be a _ serious contender 
against the Mayer schooner. 

As time went on and no further entries 
were received, it was announced in 
April by the Belgian Ambassador, in be- 
half of the Belgian Committee, that un- 
less three bona fide entries should have 
been received by the American Commit- 
tee by May 31 the race should be con- 
sidered postponed, but that the offer of 
the King Albert Cup would remain open. 


Many Available Yachts in U. 8. 


There are many American = yachts 
which would be able to make this long 
ocean race with honor to their designers 
and owners. Many of these have been 
mentioned at one time and ahother as 
possible contenders, and doubtless sev- 
eral of them will be at the starting line 
whenever the match shall finally get un- 
der way. Among the larger craft which 
could give a good account of them- 
selves are the following: Alcyone, Henry 
W. Putnam; Aloha, Arthur (Curtiss 
James; Astra, G. Bullock and C. K. 
Beekman; Atlantic, James C. and Nich- 
olas F. Brady; Constellation, W. Amory 
Gardner; Corona, Cleveland H. Dodge; 
Elena, Cornelius Vanderbilt; El Fay, 
Russell Alger ; \Hildegarde, BE. H. Cole- 
man; Ingomar,'H. W. Howe; Intrepid, 
W. Sharpe Kilmer, and Sonnica, H. S. 
Shonnard. 

Had the yachts got away on July 4, 
as proposed, the contest for the Bel- 
eas monarch’s trophy would have been 
he fifth transatlantic contest for sea- 
going yachts, and the second for a for- 
mally offered trophy. 

The first race across the Atlantic ocean 
was in 1866. On Dec. 11 of that year 
Henrietta, the property of James Gordon 
Bennett; Fleetwing, owned by Franklin 
Osgood, and Pierre Lorillard’s Vesta got 
away in a stiff wind, to finish off tia 
Needles, Isle of Wight, on the afternoon 
of Christmas Day. The match was for 
$10,000 a side, and had been instigated 
by Bennett, who had maintained to 
Marshall that Henrietta was a faster 
vessel that Fleetwing. 

The second race was an impromptu af- 
fair between Bennett’s yacht Dauntless 
and the English schooner Cambria. This 
was in 1870, when the Cambria was sail- 
ing for this side to compete for the 
America’s Cup. The vachts left Cork on 
July 4, the Cambria winning. The 
big Bennett schooner in 1887 raced the 
Coronet from off Coney Island to 
Queenstown, and was beaten by the 
Coronet. .This match, like Bennett's 
first, was for a stake of $10,000. 

The only contest for’a formally offered 
cup was in 1905, when the then German 
Kaiser offered a trophy for an ocean 
contest from Sandy Hook to the Lizard. 
The race was won by the American 
schooner yacht Atlantic, with the Ger- 
man schooner Hamburg second. Eleven 
vessels started in this match—eight 
American, two British and the German 
runner-up. Atlantic hung up a new rec- 
ord of 12 days 4 hours for the eastern 
passage.

The first of these entertainments 
was staged on Wednesday night and 
Carpentier was apparently’ greatly 
pleased. 

Italian Joe Gans will be unable to box 
with Carpentier for several days. The 
sparring partner is hors de combat with 
a earbuncle on his shoulder. There has 
been a growing demand for Carpentier's 
measurements. These have not been 
available up to this time. Gus Wilson, 
his trainer, stated yesterday afternoon 
that the challenger will be measured to- 
day and the figures posted at the camp. 

Carpentier had been invited to attend 
the Leonard-Kansas bout at the Har- 
rison Baseball Park next Monday night, 
but it was said at the quarters yester- 
day that he would be compelled to de- 
cline. It was explained that to attend 
the bout in the evening would interfere 
with his training schedule, and Des- 
camps has decided that he will permit 
nothing to interfere with that from 
now on.

NEW MARK IS SET 
BY BOUT RECEIPTS 


Seat Sale Already $150,000 
Ahead of All Records—About 
$650,000 in Hand Now. 


Tex Rickard looked supremely happy 
yesterday. As he leaned back in his 
easy chair in his office at Madison 
Square Garden and watched the smoke 
rings from his cigar slowly curl toward 
the ceiling with a look of content, it 
appeared that he did not have a care in 
the world; that everything was just as 
it should be, on the up and up, as they 
say in sporting parlance. Rickard is at 
last beginning to see daylight. There is 
still work to be done, plenty of it, but 
the machinery is all in motion and each 
cog is functioning properly. After the 
time-shattering rush of the last few 
weeks Rickard seemed to welcome the 
few minutes of respite yesterday after- 
noon while he sat discussing the coming 
Dempsey-Carpentier bout. 

Naturally, the conversation drifted to 
receipts. ‘‘I don’t know exactly what 
the advance sale is,’’ said Rickard, *‘ but 
I do know that it exceeds the largest 
receipts on record by more than $150,- 
000, and the bout is still a month away. 
While I cannot state the figure exactly, 
the total receipts to date are somewhere 
around $650,000.” 

At the same time Rickard announced 
that he had received a letter from 
Eugene Corri, the famous referee of 
London, who has officiated at most of 
the important bouts staged by the Na- 
tional Sporting Club of London in.re- 
cent years, ea a Tex's invitation to 
attend the bout in Jersey City on July 

He disptayed the letter, which read: 

‘‘Thank you very much for your kind 
letter inviting me to the Dempsey-Car- 
pentier contest on July 2 at Jersey City, 
which am very pleased to accept. 
Wishing you the success you deserve, 
believe me, with kind regards, very sin- 
cerely yours, Eugene Corri.”’ 

Rickard also announced that the ques- 
tion of referee would be definitely set- 
tled at a meeting on June 15 to be 
attended by himself, Jack Kearns, Fran- 
cois Descamps and members of the New 
Jersey Boxing Commission...

PIRATES LET GIANTS 


DO ALL THE HITTING 


Arthur Nehf Blanks Buccaneers 
in Their Home: Port—McGraw- 
men Get Seven Runs.

PITTSBURFH, Pa., June 2. ~ Arthur 
Nehf, the Giants’ expensive left-hander, 
did a lot of faney pitching for McGraw’s 
men this afternoun and the New York- 
ers romped off with the first game of 
the important series with the Pirates. 
A crowd of 20,000 fans, all worked up by 
the Pirates’ occupying a niche in the 
rarified regions of the National League 
standing, was out at Forbes Field and 
didn’t seem to care at all for the way 
their favorites were treated by John 
McGraw’s team. The score was 7 to 0. 

Only four hits rolled off the Pitts- 
burgh cudgels during the - afternoon’s 
pastime, but Nehf worked himself. into 
several dangerous holes by issuing four 
bases on balls, three of them in the 
third inning, when the Buccaneers filled 
the bases with two out. Cutshaw, how- 
ever, ended the excitement by ground- 
ing out to Frankie Frisch. 

The Giants, as a result of the triumph 
in the initial battle, are now only half a 
game to the rear of George Gibson’s 
crew. This. margin is the smallest that 
has separated the two leaders since the 
early days of the pennant chase. 

Jimmy Zinn, Gibson’s right hander, 
was nominated for the task of stopping 
the New Yorkers in the curtain raiser, 
the Pittsburgh manager being a trifle 
short of twirlers because of recent 
double headers. In the first seven 
frames the local hurler was generally 
effective, although he weakened in the 
second and let the Giants score a single 
tally which, as events later proved, 
would have been enough to win the 
verdict. But, not being equipped with 
Ouija boards, the McGraw clan took no 
chances and went out in the eighth and 
pushed five more tallies over the Forbes 
Field platter. After this insurrection 
the home fans were ready to admit de- 
feat and go home to meditate sadly. The 
defeat was a hard blow to the local 
talent. 

Aided and abetted by Georgie Burns 
and Ross Young the Giants collected 
twelve solid brngies off Zinn and Carl- 
son, who was rushed into the affray 
in the middle of the eighth frame after 
the Giants had got one run and two 
extra-base blows off Zinn’s offerings. 
With Carlson doing the mound duty the 
Manhattan clan kept up its heavy bom- 
bardment during the remainder of the 
eighth and added a seventh marker in 
the final inning when Frisch tripled to 
the flag pole in_centre and completed 
the circuit on Ross Young’s sacrifice 
fly. 


Young Is Star Hitter. 


Young, incidentally, got three of the 
visitors’ twelve bingles and was easily 
the star hitsmith of the McGraw troupe. 
Two of the trio were sharp doubles and 
the third was a single that was wasted 
in the sixth inning. Ross’s_ double 
started the Giants off to their first run 
in the second, and his second two- 
baser was injected into the eighth in- 
ning at a timely moment. It also led 
to the involuntary disappearance of 
Zinn from the greensward. Every one 
of the Giants’ regulars compiled at least 
one hit, the only hitless name in the 
box score being that of Lee King, who 
took Young’s place in right field in 
the ninth chukker, but did not get an 
opportunity to swing a mace. 

After an uneventful first inning Young 
opened the second with a bit of hot 
shot in the form of a double to right 
centre. George Kelly did the sacrifice 
stunt nobly and advanced Young to 
the far station thereby.

SUMMIT, N, J., June. 2.—The Orange 
and Black of Princeton was again’ hoist- 
ed. to the top of the mast today when J. 
Simpson ‘Dean, the’ stalwart captain of 
the Tiger golf team, brought home the 
low medal score in the qualifying round 
of the annual -amateur championship 
tournament of. the New Jersey State 
Golf Association which opened over the 


‘links of the Canoe Brook Country Club. 


Dean’s 77 was low in a field of 128 
starters, including many players of na- 
tional as’ well’ as metropolitan noté, and 
it marked the fourth time this season 
when the son of Old Nassau captured 
the medalist honors, his other victories 
being scored at the Trenton, Atlantic 
City and Baltimore tournaments, / 

In the New Jersey team championship 
match in which the qualifying scores 
counted, the honors wére captured by the 
Upper Montclair Club, whose stars—W. 
M. Reekié, Jerome D. Travers, ‘Frank 
W. Dyer and J. E. Hale—virtually 
walked off with the honors with a total 
of 320, an average of §0 for each of the 
four men. Willie Reekie, the present 
New Jersey champion, was the low man 
on his team with a 79, and Travers, for- 
merly a national open and_ amateur 
champion, was high with an 81. 

The first sixteen lost little time in get- 
ting away in match play, for in the af- 
ternoon the players were started off 
and, by a queer turn of fate, the Upper 
Montclair Club found its best men pitted 
against each other in the upper half. 
As a result, two of them, Dyer and 
Lauchner, were eliminated. In thé fea- 
ture match of the afternoon, Reekie, 
who won the New Jersey title last year 
at Arcola, defeated his teammate, Frank 
W. Dyer, 4 and 8. Reekie will face 
another Upper Montclair star, E. 
Hale, tomorrow morning im the second 
round and the winner will be called upon 
to face the winner of the Travers-Pier- 
son round. In the lower half of the 
draw, Dean, by virtue of his playing to- 
day, stands out as a general favorite, 
although it is generally conceded that 
he will have a hard match on his hands 
when he faces F. .B. Richardson, the 
Morris County star, in the second round. 


Unusually Large Field. 


It is doubtful whether there has ever 
been a greater field to start out in 
the New Jersey State title event than 
that which teed pff here today. It 
contained several players who rank 
among the foremost club-wielders in the 
country, many of whom are general 
favorites in the metropolitan champion- 
ship, which will get under way in the 
near future. Oswald Kirkby, the for- 
mer metropolitan title holder, and Max 
Marston, who has, on frequent occa- 
sions, held the New Jersey State title, 
were absent, as was Maurice Risley, the 
Atlantic City star, but outside of those 
three, practically the entire if 
strength of New Jersey was represen ed. 

Simpson was hard pressed for his hon- 
ors as medalist, for his margin of vic- 
tory over C. P. Hady, representing the 
Arcola Club, was only a single stroke. 
Eddy, in turn, was but a stroke in ad- 
vance of Reekie, who had a 79, while 
two players were tied at 80 each, J. E. 
Hale. and Frank Dyer of the Upper 
Montclair club. Reekie led the field 
for a time in the qualifying round, but 
his. triump was only momentary, for 
shottly after the Upper Montclair play- 
ers’ card had been posted along came 
Dean with his 77, which was good 
enough to withstand the barrage that 
was played against it for the entire 
morning and a portion of the after- 
noon. The Princeton star, who, by the 
way, comes from the premier golf cen- 
tre of the United States. Atianta. Ga., 
the home of Alexa Stirling and Bobby 
Jones, had a 36 going out, a mark that 
was only equaled by- one other player 
during the day, Hale, and a 41 on the 
return trip. He was shooting almost 
perfect golf, never being above a 5 on 
the entire journey. 


Reekie’s Errors Fatal. 


Reekie had a chance at least to tie for 
the honor, but occasional errors which 
crept into his putting robbed him of his 
chance. He had extra putts on the sev- 
enth, eighth and ninth greens and an- 
other thrown in at the eighteenth, and 
as a result had to be content with a 79, 
finishing up in third place. 

Jerome Travers, long a power in the 
amateur golf world and a player whose 
past performances are an interestin 
part of the® golfing records, indicate 
that he must still be reckoned with as a 
championship possibility by his work in 
the qualifying round and in the first 
round of match play. Travers turned in 
an 81, tying with S. P. Nash of Baltus- 
rol and F. B. Richardson of Morris 
County. He was out in 40 and home in 
41, and in the afternoon, playing 
against R. R. Lauchner, a fellow-club- 
mate at Uppér Montclair, who had 
qualified with an 83, defeated his op- 
ponent by 4 and 3.

PLAIN TRUTHS AT LEIPSIC. 
Into the great moral show at Leip- 
sic, where the German Supreme Court 


officers scapegoats for. the army. and 
the nation which hoped to win the 
war by frightfulness, there was in- 
jected the other day an interlude of 
sincerity. A General from the War 
Ministry appeared as an expert wit- 
ness in the. trial of an old Landsturm 
private accused of beating prisoners 
with the butt of a rifle: After a few 
observations on the bad habits of the 
prisoners, the General declared that 
the guard was ‘‘ painfully striving in 
‘* accordance with his military train- 
‘‘ing to fulfill his duty. He was 
** obeying the orders of his superiors.’’ 
True, the General admitted, he had 
gone a little too far. His orders per- 
mitted him to knock prisoners down 
with the butt of his rifle if they 
refused to work, but there was no 
authority for continuing to hit them 
after they had fallen to the -ground. 
But, the General asserted, ‘‘ these in- 
‘* stances were comprehensible and to 
** a certain extent excusable.’’ The 
soldier’ was ‘' exemplary and faithful 
to his duty.” 

He certainly: was. He knew how 
the German Army made war, and he 
had doubtless seen few instances of 
namby-pamby chivalry in its behavior. 
He knew (his orders in letter and 
spirit, and he was only carrying them 
out. As much could be said of most 
of these carefully selected persons of 
no importance who are being tried as 
substitutes. The real criminals are 
‘the men higher up, the Generals who 
gave the .orders, the Field Marshals 
and statesmen who decided that war 
could be made profitably and success- 
fully by going back to the methods of 
ATTILA and TAMERLANE. Since the 
trials are being conducted by a Ger- 
‘man court the General was, of course, 
entirely safe in making this admis- 
sion; everybody’ knows that no Gen- 
erals will be prosecuted. The Ger- 
mans probably think they can satisfy 
the rest of the world by giving short 
workhouse sentences to a few privates 
and sergeants, while the real criminals 
are not even subjected to the annoy- 
ance of indictment. But nothing 
could so promptly convince the world 
that Germany really deserves confi- 
dence as the hanging of a fow of her 
Generals. 











TULSA. 

The bloody race riot at Tulsa began 
with a shot fired by a negro in an 
automobile at a police officer who 
tried to arrest him; it ended with the 
burning of the negro quarter and the 
killirig of fifteen negroes and nine 
white men, according to the latest re- 
port. The property loss is estimated 
at $1,500,000, and thousands of home- 
less negroes must be cared for by the 
city. Thus Tulsa will have to pay 
heavily for hatred between the races 
and for the feebleness of its police 
force. Order was finally restored by 
National Guardsmen, but they were 
not called upon until the mischief had 
been done. 

The Tulsa race riot has_ been 
kind in the history of the country. In 
some of its features it is certainly the 
most amazing. The attack of a young 
negro upon a white woman and the 
gathering of a small force of armed 
negroes do not account for the run- 
ning fight for hours and the deliberate 
burning of the negro quarter;-a square 
mile of buildings, including a church. 
The cause must lie deeper. Friction be- 
tween the whites and negroes has been 
growing in Oklahoma. It is not al- 
together racial; in part. it is economic, 
During the war Southern. negroes 
flocked to the border State and found 
profitable employment. There has not 
been so much for them to do of late, 
and many of them are loafing on the 
streets. Not only the idle, shiftless 
and disorderly have worn out their 
welcome. It has become a common 
saying that ‘‘ Oklahoma is a white 
man’s country.’’ When they had plenty 
of money to spend the negroes bought 
automobiles, lived high and claimed 
social privileges that the whites were 
not inclined to allow them. Drafted 
for service in France and praised for 
their patriotism, they naturally had 
a better opinion of themselves. All 
these things contributed to fan the 
flame of racial antagonism. 

The savage outburst at Tulsa leaves 
no room for doubt that the rough ele- 
ment among the whites was ripe for 
a rising to teach the negroes their 
place. Among the negroes were lead- 
ers* who were ready for resistance. 
Unfortunately, when the explosion: 
.came the police force.was found want- 
ing and the Mayor was slow to call 
upon the Governor for troops. If the 
Tulsa collision, with its casualties and 
destruction of property, had occurred 
at Vera Cruz, the American people 
would have deplored the lawlessness 
of the Mexicans and found it shocking. 
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NOW FOLLOWS. THE LOAN, :

-The members of the Commer- 
cial Congress were assured that this is 
demonstrably the case in South Amer- 
ican commerce. It is almost as vis- 
ibly so as respects European trade and 
world markets. Loans granted to for- 
eign purchasers.mean credits here and 
goods bought here, and thus enlarged 
exports. American agriculture and 
manufactures are thus linked with 
financiers in promoting sales abroad. 

What abbut paying off the loans 
that make trade? Ah, that is where 
the beauty of the high tariff comes in. 
By shutting out imports it would 
make it difficult for American lenders 
to get their money back.- In fact, 
payment by foreigners of loans made 
in this country is coming to be 
thought of as well-nigh an offense. 
America has become the great creditor 
nation; it must do as England did for 
years and furnish credits so as to pro- 
mote exports. But when it comes to 
payment, the English analogy is de- 
parted from. We must let no goods in 
to balance the goods that go out. This 
would make Uncle Sam the most 
extraordinary creditor that the world 
ever saw. He would be _ lending 
money freely, yet would feel insulted 
and outraged if his debtors offered to 
pay him! 











“ LIBERTIES ” AS COLLATERAL. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of this 
district announces that Liberty bonds 
will be accepted from member banks 
on the basis of their market value 
after July 1. Heretofore they have 
been taken at par, that custom being 
a survival from the wartime discrim- 
ination. ‘*‘ Borrow and buy until it 
hurts ”’ was the slogan of the minute 
men, and the banks helped by makiug 
loans without limit at the coupon 
rate. The banks rediscounted at the 
same rate, with the result that con- 
trol of credit was lost by the central 
bank. Official discount rates were 
marked up in vain so long as bond 
issues were plentiful and the rate for 
Government credit was the rate for 
In order 
to retrieve funds for the use of trade 
it was necessary to mark up the com- 
mercial rate and to restrict the priv- 
flege to borrowers on Liberties. 

The fall of Liberties on the an- 
nouncement made yesterday signifies 
nothing regarding the Government 
credit. Its meaning for commercial 
credit is favorable to the extent that 
reduction of privilege to Government 
collateral releases banking funds for 
other purposes. When discount rates 
recently were marked down for com- 
mercial borrowers some banks did not 
make corresponding reductions on 
Government collateral, and some 
banks even marked up rates on Gov- 
ernment collateral. The present ac- 
tion is more important between mem- 
ber banks and Federal Reserve banks 
than between member banks and their 
customers. That is to say, it is more 
a matter of rediscounts than of origi- 
nal discounts. It concerns the gen- 
erality of borrowers little, and in- 
vestors content with the original terns 
of their Liberty bonds are concernel 
not at all. ; 

The fall in the market for the Lib- 
erties is emphasized by continuance of 
the flood of other tax-exempt issues 


| at higher interest, and of suffictent 


security. There could be no more 
powerful support of the Liberty loans 
than restriction of the tax-exemption 
privilege. It saps the Government tax 
resources, and needs attention on that 
ground more than from the depressing 
effect on the Liberty loans. 
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SETTLING THE CLOTHING STRIKE. 

After the longest strike in a much 
harried industry, peace has at last 
been declared in the clothing trade. 
The Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
of America hail the settlement as a 
victory. In one sense it is. The 
principle of the union shop is to pre- 
vail and the week is limited to forty- 
four hours. More than that, a Board 
of Arbitration is to be established in 
which employer and employed are to 
have representatives serving under an 
Impartial Chairman. This spirit of 
reason and conciliation is to extend to 
the shops, where in each group stand- 
ards of production will be determined. 
Wages also are in the future to be 
adjusted to changing conditions by a 
joint committee of the union and the 
employers’ association. These are ex- 
pedients for which the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers have long stood and 
by means of which they have raised 
their industry from probably the most 
grievously sweated in the land to one 
of the most intelligently and humanely 
conducted. 

For the rest, it is the employers who 
smile. -In the face of universal defla- 
tion and a fall in the cost of living, 
the clothing workers insisted on. re- 
taining the wage scale they had 
exacted in the boom times during the 
war and immediately following it: 


They now ‘bow to the inevitable, ac- 





, enjoy “cheap- 
er food,’ §0- other workers will- now 
enjoy cheaper. clothing. 
‘jadjustment of production it is agreed 
that standards should be raised some 
15 per cent, Here again the socigl 
body as a whole will profit. Inct- 
dentally, it appears that, under the 
régime of socialism as: practiced by 
the Amalgamated, production ‘was 15 
per cent. less than it might and should 
have been, 

One concession is of great signifi- 
cance. Last’ November an.employer, 
Max Wetinsxr, having suffered from 
a fire in his workshop, decided not to 
continue as a manufacturer, which 
he could only do at a severe loss. His 
workmen undertook, by picketing his 
retail store, to force him to rebuild his 
workshop and continue employing 
them. In the best manner of Moscow, 
they claimed that they were the real 
owners of the industry and that he 
must obey them. Justice GIEGERICH 
put an end to their picketing, and now 
the. new agreement makes it clear that 
an employer can close up his shop if 
he wants to. So, for the present at 
least, the Bolshevist purpose declared 
in the constitution of the clothing 
workers is abandoned. It was high 
time. : 

THE INSURANCE REVELATIONS. 

Wonder at the precision with which 
Mr. UNTERMYER places his finger upon 
fraud and graft is fast giving way 
to an even greater wonder whether 
there is any spot in the business world 
which can stand searching investiga- 
tion. Nor is the remedy as simple 
as it once seemed... HETTRICK is in 
jail, but many another offender is ut 
large,“having suffered gnly a small 
fine and a sense of shame which, if it 
exists at all, is probably microscopic. 

Under examination. four managers 
connected with the ‘‘ monopolistic ”’ 
New York Fire Insurance Exchange 
were forced to admit that certain of 
its practices are ‘* foolish,” ‘‘ unrea- 
sonable ’’ and ‘‘ unjust.” When asked 
whether insurance rates ought to be 
reviewed by the State, Mr. Henry 
Evans said that they ought. Later 
he said he was in doubt; but ulfi- 
mately he returned to his first posi- 
tion. His indecision is not wholly 
inexplicable. State supervision bas 
been known to increase rather than 
lessen the opportunities for fraud and 
crime, corrupt politics giving the right 
hand of fellowship to corrupt business. 
No community was ever made honest 
by a bureaucracy of its own choosinz. 

In the fullness of time Mr. UNtErR- 
MYER will perhaps put forward some 
plan by which business may hope to 
purge itself. Meantime he has given 
his best judgment as to the present 
remedy. Fines, even if of large 
amount, are about as good as no 
remedy at all. Jail is what Mr. 
TNTERMYER urges. Jail would at 
least impose a real stigma, which no 
man who values the opinion of his 
neighbors could coolly disregard. 











QUALITY, NOT SIZE. 


Instead of indulging in gratulations 
to Columbia upon its marvelous 
growth, is it permitted, without sus- 
picion' of being advocatus diaboli, to 
cull from President BUTLER’S com- 
mencement speech of retrospect and 
prospect just one phrase: ‘‘ We are in 
search of quality, not size ’’? These 
great universities, dwarfing medieval 
Oxford and Paris, these interminable 
miles of degrees, this contemporary 
rush of students into the preparatory 
schools and colleges, these long wait- 
ing lists and dejected crowds of unsuc- 
cessful applicants, denote a widened 
passion for a ‘‘ college education.’’ 
To speak in terms of the dismal 
science, the value of the degree must 
be perceptibly decreased by its exces- 
sive multiplication. The State uni- 
versities and the mob of privately en- 
dowed institutions are working at 
their full capacity and beyond. Co- 
lumbia and the New York University 
and Chicago produce a third-class city 
of the sheepskinned every year. 

All over the country, richer in col. 
leges and universities—many of which 
are mere colleges or high schools— 
than any other, youths and maids 
storm the congested degree-factories. 
Incréase of wealth, zeal for athletics, 
knowledge of the adyantages of so 
many college men “in the war, real 
thirst for ‘‘ education,” are among 
the reasons that suggest themselves 
for the fact that, though the colleges 
seem many too many, they are now 
all too few. Still, numpers are not 
convincing. Colleges need the fees, 
but is. the quality of the education 
particularly high or impressive? Fo1 
all the pomp of buildings’“and endow: 
ments and Faculty lists almost as 
long as a speech by Senator La Fot-. 
LETTE, does the average undergraduate 
of today get even that amount of 
mental discipline, of initiation into 
the humanities, which his despised 
predecessor got? 

The public school system, which we 
used to be so proud of, doesn’t seem 
today too fortunate in its results. The 
ancient simplicities, the three R’s, are 
not too prosperous there, nor is the 
English thence. derived too pure. It 

r ‘‘ system of education ’’ is weak 
at its base, why should it be strong 
in its superstructure? The coileges 
are still principally recruited from the 
public schools. Excellent as many of 
the private schools are, one can hardly 
see that their graduates have any in- 
tellectual ee to the mass of 
undergraduates. ese are usually 
harmless and often agreeable persons;

ford and Cambridge men of the same 
type? Our oldest college is nearly 300 
years old. Somehow our ** background 
of culture” is. very backward in 
showing itself. ‘ 

If our young freshen are all at 
play at college, they set to work in 
earnest in the professional schools: 
and some few of these have reached a 
high dard ‘of excellence. Univer- 
sities in the sense of collections of such 
schools wé have; but, instead of look- 
ing forward rosily to the ‘‘ super- 
university,” wouldn’t it be more mod- 
est and more profitable to ask if there 
is anywhere in the United States a 
real university. in the sense of a great 
association and centre of disinterested 
study, learning, teaching, research? 
Without such centres, perhaps it 
doesn’t matter much if Ph. D.’s and’ 
other - combinations ‘ot abbreviations 
academic are thick as autumnal leaves, 
that strow the brooks in Vallombrosa.

Perhaps there are 
some ;Americans who 
will feel, or think 
they ought to feel, 
that it is not. quite 
in accord with his high office for a 
President of the United States to waltz 
with other dancers in the East Room of 
the White House to the strains of ‘‘ The 
Blue Danube.’’

These differences, he insists, are petty, 
while the likenesses of the two peoples 
are many and enormously important, if 
only both remember what they are, and, 
instead of ignoring, emphasize them. 

Perhaps Mr. ARCHER exaggerates a 
little the evil effects that follow the 
exchange between the two countries ot 
jJests that he calls ill-natured. Me se- 
verely reprehends Punch,* for example, 
because it recently contained a para- 
haraph to-the effect that, while we now 
may be building some warships fast 
enough to-cross the Atlantic in three 
days, the best we had in 1914 took three 
years to make the same voyage. That 
will not give as much offense here as 
Mr. ArcHER thinks, for it is a pretty 
good joke, as international jokes go, it 
isn’t too well based on facts, and, any- 
how, it is only a variant of the reply. 
made in Paris to the American soldier 
in 1917 who complained that the beer 
sold him was stale—‘‘ Why shouldn't it 
be? It has been waiting for you three 
years!’’ Nobody minded that, and it 
was widely circulated by our own men— 
perhaps invented by one of them. 

But, of course, Mr. ARCHER is right 
and more than right in pleading for 
friendship and courtesy between the 
English-speaking peoples—for forgetful- 
ness of old animosities and grievances, 
and for realization that anything tend- 
ing, no matter how little, to embitter 
relations between these two countries is 
indeed a great stupidity that is also a 
great wickedness.

A fully responsible 
corporation, using armored cars and 
especially selected guards, could make a 
legitimate profit by undertaking for a 
regulated fee to serve the larger em- 
ployers in this matter. It not only 
could bring payroll money from the 
banks, but it could carry deposits to 
them in the numerous:cases in which 
that service is required and. now is at- 
tended with much the same risks as 
surround the one more often’ mentioned. 

The banks themselves, or some of 
them, are ready to do this work for 
their depositors,- but the State authori- 
ties have forbidden them to. transact 
banking business eldewhere than-on bank 
premises. If this ruling is to stand, a 
delivery service of the kind described 
will be: almost a necessity.

In the communication of the 
committee this country is significantly 
referred to as the ‘‘ great Republic’ of 
North Amierica, instead’ of being again, 
as generally it had been before, de- 
nounced as the most conspicuous in- 
stance on earth of the capitalistic or 
bourgeois form of government, and as 
anathema to the Soviet régime. 

“Mr.' Hughes’s Words. ~ 


Mr. Hughes sent a reply to this com- 
munication five days after its. receipt. 
Expressing sympathy for the plight of 
the people of Russia and a desire to pro- 
mote ‘proper opportunities through 
which commerce can be established ee 
a sound basis,” he added: . 

It is* manifest to this Government 
that in existing circumstances there is 
no assurance for the development of 
trade, as the supplies which Russia 
might now be able to obtain would be 
wholly inadequate to meet her needs, 
and no lasting good can result so long 
as the present causes of progressive 
impoverishment continue to operate. 
It is only in the productivity of —. 
sia that there is any hope for the Rus- 
sian people, and it is idle to expect 
resumption of trade until the economic 
bases of production are securely es- 
tablished. Production is ‘conditioned 
upon the safety of life, the recognition, 
by firm guarantees of private prop- 
erty, the sanctity of contract and the 
rig ts of free labor, 

f fundamental changes are con- 
templated involving due regard for 
the protection of rsons and prop- 
erty and the establishment of con- 
ditions essential to the maintenance of 
commerce, this Government will be 
glad to have convincing evidence of 
the consummation of such change, 
and, until this evidence is supplied, 
this Government is unable to per- 
ceive that there is any proper basis 
for considering trade relations. 
Subsequently, in a letter to Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, Mr. Hughes said 
“that at present Russia represents a 

gigantic economic vacuum.’’ Within a 
few days Mr. Hughes’s statements have 
received confirmation.in the report of a 
British committee, published in an of- 
ficial White Book (not yet available for 


distribution in this country). 


The Attitude of Great Britain. 


By the agreement between Soviet Rus- 
sia and Great Britain, hostile measures, 
whether through military operations or 
by means of propaganda, are not to 
be undertaken outside the boundaries of 
the respective parties. Free navigation 
on the high seas is assured to Russia, 
and the ports of each country are to be 
open to the shipping of the other, while 
the ships of both countries’ are vouch- 
safed the ‘‘ treatment, privileges, fa- 
cilities, immunities and protection which 
are usually accorded by the. estab- 
lished practice of commercial nations to 
foreign merchant ships.”” The safety 
of trade representatives is guaranteed, 
as well as unhampered communication 
by post, telegraph and wireless teleg- 
raphy. , Provision is made through of- 
ficial agents for the viséing of passports. 

In any view of its legal effect, the 
British agreement presents a striking 
contrast to the Russian policy of the 
United States under both the Wilson and 
Harding Administrations. How is this 
to be accounted for? Is it another in- 
stance of our isolation in world affairs? 
Or does it indicate greater wisdom in 
England’s statesmen in dealing with 
radicalism? Or do England’s wide- 
spread possessions driye her to a for- 
eign policy in which idealism plays little 
part? :

Owners Consider the Rent Laws Un- 
just to Them.

yesterday morning at the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church,’ where leaders in 
the city’s and nation’s affairs and repre- 
sentatives of the army, navy and the 
Diplomatic Corps gathered to pay their 
last respects. In the gathering were 
many contemporaries of General Porter. 
With tear-dimmed eyes, they filed out of 
the church behind his coffin as the organ 
boomed Chopin's Funeral March. 

The body of the famous Civil War vet- 
eran, former Ambassador to France, au- 
thor, orator, inventor and railroad Presi- 
dent was taken from the Fifth Avenue 
Church to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Station, where it was placed aboard the 
11:55 A. M. train and taken to Elberof, 
N. J. There it will rest in the Porter 
family vault:pending: the arrival from 
Switzerland of the General’s only 
daughter, Mrs. Edwin Mende, in defer- 
ence to whom the final plans for inter- 
ment are held in abeyance. 

The coffin of General Porter, who died 
on Monday morning, was taken from his 
home, 277 Madison Avenue, to the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, Fifth Ave- 
nue and Fifty-fifth Street, accompanied 
bv an escort of motorcycle police. In 
keeping with the request of General Por- 
ter that his funeral services include only 
a ‘‘ word, a song and a prayer,'’ the Rev. 
Dr. John Kelman adhered very closely 
to the wishes of the General. 


The Rev. Dr. Kelman’s Prayer. 


After the choir had sung “‘ There ‘is a 
Land Beyond the Setting Sun,’’ Dr. Kel- 
man offered a prayer in which he gave 
thanks for the high services performed 


by General Porter. In this supplication, 
among other things the clergyman said: 

‘“‘For all great and noble lives dedi- 
cated to high services in Christ's name 
we give Thee thanks. For those who 
have not counted their own lives dear 
unto them, but have jeopardized their 
lives in the high places of the field, en- 
tering into the fellowship of His sacri- 
fice, who gave His life for the redemp- 
tion of the world, we give Thee thanks. 

‘‘ For the high ‘example of all upright 
men who have served their generation 
and especially today do we thank Thee 
for the long life and varied services of 
our brother now departed, for the high 
responsibility loftily borne and executed, 
for his service on the stern field of bat- 
tle and on the fruitful fields of peace, 
for his life-long affection for his great 
commander, for all the share that u 
didst give to him in the international 
relations of the world, and for all. that 
he did to keep these refations sound and 
friendly, for the world-wide fame, his 
fine culture, his courtesy and great sim- 
plicity and dignity, and for his dis- 
tinguished self-control, we give Thee 
thanks, 

‘In him Thou didst grant to his gen- 
eration one of Thy great gentlemen of 
the olden days, and we thank our God 
upon remembrance of him.’’ 

The altar before which the coffin was 
placed was banked with many floral 
tributes from the friends and admirers 
of General Porter, and from organiza- 
tions of which he was a member. His 
coffin was draped with the Stars and 
Stripes, and on it rested his cocked hat 
and sword.

BLAMES CLASSIFICATIONS. 


Rall Labor Expert Says They Cost 
More Than Flat Increases. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—While flat 
increases in wages of railroad employes 
under Government control were large, 
expenditures of the roads on labor were 
increased even more rapidly by classi- 
fications changes, J. G. Walber, labor 
expert for Eastern lines, testified today 
before the Senate Investigating Com- 
mittee. The number of employes at 
lowest rates was greately reduced after 
general increases went. into effect, he 
said, because men were transferred to 
higher classes by a series of wage board 
decisions. 

The pay of 78.2 per cent. of all rail- 
road employes were standardized, Mr. 
Walbers said, adding that there were 
2,031,927 employes in 1920 and a consoli- 
dated payroll of $3,698,216,315. 

BEB. T. Whiter of the Pennsylvania 
Lines, Chairman of the Railroad’s Con- 
ference Committee before the labor 
board, said ‘‘ railroad employes outside 
of train service were not organized 
generally prior to Federal control but 


were generally organized under the Fed- 
eral’ Administration,”’” and national 
agreements were made with five new 
organizations long after the armistice. 
National agreements, he said, were esti- 
mated to cost the road $300, 000,000 an- 
tah In 1916. average earnings were 
ic a year, while the figure rose to 
721 in 1920, he said. 


SENATE VOTES FARM RELIEF. 


Curtis Bill to Provide Not More Than 
$50,000,000 Is Passed. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Another farm- 
ers’ relief measure, the bill of Senator 
Curtis, Republican, of Kansas, to loan up 
to $50,000,000 to Federal Farm Loan 
Banks to distribute among farmers at 
not more than 5% per cent. interest, was 
passed today by the Senate with assur- 
ances of early House approval. 

Passage of the measure was recom- 
mended by Secretary Mellon and the 
Federal Farm Loan Board and the bill 
has been indorsed by agricultural or- 
ganizations. Senator Underwood of Al- 
abama, Democratic leader, and Senator 
Kenyon, Republican, of Iowa, urged the 
passage of the bill. 

‘““We might as well recognize condi-, 
tions as they are,’’ ‘said Senator Under- 
wood. ‘‘ The country is in a condition 
of panic, but this money all will be re- 
turned when normal conditions return.’’ 

Senators Smoot, Republican, of Utah, 
and Glass, Democrat, of Virginia, criti- 
gised technical details of the bill, the

HOUSE PASSES PACKER BILL. 


Measure for Federal Control of In- 
dustry Now Goes to Senate. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—The Haugen 
Packer Control bill was passed today by 
the House without a record vote and 
sent to the Senate. 

The measure places packing houses 
and stockyards under the supervision 
of the Secretary of Agriculture, who is 
authorized to prescribe regulations. 
Packers and stockyard proprietors would 
be required to establish accounting sys- 
tems and keep records that would clear- 
ly show profits and ownership. 

Opposition to the bill came chiefly 
from those who objected to further in- 
terference of Government with business. 
Members of the Agriculture Committee, 
which unanimously reported the meas- 
ure, said the packers were not opposed 
to its provisions. 

A motion to recommit the bill in or- 
der to strike out a section giving the 
Secretary of Agriculture authority, af- 
ter an investigation, to fix packing-house 
and stockyard charges was voted down, 
256 to 71. 

The Senate at the last session passed 
a packer control bill and although the 
measure, in amended form, was favor- 
fably reported by the House Agriculture 
Committee, the proposal never came to 
a vote in the “House.

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Britain to Help Get Bergdoll 
“On Canadian Passport Fraud 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—Interest 
in the case of Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, escaped draft evader, has been 
“manifested by the British Govern- 
ment, War Department officials said 
today, and it is possible that that 
Government will assist the United 
States in its efforts to obtain his 
return from Germany. 

Officials would not say just how 
Great\ Britain might assist in the 
matter, but Bergdoll is known td 
have got to Germany on a 
Canadian passport and it has been 
suggested that Great Britain might 
ask for the extradition of the slack- 
er on the ground of a violation of 
Canadian passport laws. 
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of liquor available for non-beverage 
purposes is a strong temptation to many 
to divert it to beverage use and is a 
constant embarrassment to an honest 
enforcement of the law.” 

The bill provides that the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner shall grant per- 
mits for the use of alcohol and liquor 
only to supply necessary non-beverage 
needs. It also gives to him the right 
to cancel the permit of any manufac- 
turer of any patent or proprietary med- 
icine when such alcoholic preparations 
are used as a beverage or for intoxicat- 
ing beverage purposes. It also requires 
that no other intoxicating Hquor than 
alcohol shall be used in the manufacture 
of any of the alcoholic preparations 
enumerated in the National Prohibition 
act, unless it clearly appears to the 
Commissioner that the use of some 
other liquor than alcohol is essential. 

“The necessity for these provisions,”’ 
says the report, “‘ was made manifest 
by the evidence that was presented ‘to, 
the Committee concerning the use of 
certain patent and proprietary medicines 
for beverage purposes. Several hun- 
dred affidavits were presented showing 
that many of these so-called patent med- 
icines are sold by the drink, and are 
acceptable as a substitute ‘for HMquor. 
The increased amount of liquor. with- 
drawn for non-beverage purposes, after 
prohibition went into effect, much of 
which was used in making these medi- 
cines, demonstrates the necessity of a 
greater control over such liquors. 

“The following facts are convincing: 

“‘ Before the adoption of national pro- 
hibition, the average withdrawal was 
about 800,000 gallons a month for non- 
remre - paid fo naa That —— par 

.000 gallons per® year. rom Oc- 
ister 1917, to June, 1918" which was the 
first date where we could get the figures 
and differential on this one question, 
there were 65,500,000 gallons of liquor 
sold. From July, 1918, to July 1919, 
there were 11,855,075 gallons withdrawn 
for non-beverage use. In 1919, from 
July, 1919, to July, 1920, 26,330,305 gal- 
lons were withdrawn. Then we come 
to the present year. From July, 1920, 
to the end of March, 1921, that is for 
nine months of the present year, 29,138,; 
509 gallons have been withdrawn, which, 
roughly estimated for a year, if it kee 
up at that rate, would be something like 
36,000,000 or 36,000,000 gallons withdrawn 
for non-beverage use.”’ 


Diversion to Beverage Use. 


“A large amount of this increase rep- 
resents alcohol and other liquor diverted 
to beverage use. Under the origjnal 
Prohibition act, when the manufacturer 
made a preparation that the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue believed 
would be unfit for beverage purposes, 
he could not be held to accountability 
if the preparation was actually sold for 
beverage use unless he himself sold it 
for such use; but such use does not give 
the Commissioner the right to revoke 
the permit of the manufacturer if he 
complied with the standard set by’ the 
Commissioner. The proposed legisla- 
tion will give the Commissioner the 
power to require such manufacturers to 
either change their formula or to re- 
voke their permits when it is clear that 
such alcohol preparations are being 
purchased for use as a beverage or for 
intoxicating beverage purposes. Unless 
these substitutes for liquor are kept in 
strict control the amount of alcohol 
consumed under the guise of medicine 
will reach large proportions. The con- 
sumption of alcoholic liquor in this form 
is clearly detrimental to the public 
héalth. 

“The other provision requiring alco- 
hol to be used instead of whisky or 
wine when that is possible, in makin 
these preparations, will i to preven 
the making of medicines whose salabil- 
ity depends largely upon the tests of 
the liquor from which it is made. Large 
quantities of so-called tonics are now 
being sold because of their similarity 
in taste to wine. The use of wine of 
whisky in these tonics serves in nearly 
every instance only to increase "the lia- 
bility of the preparation to be diverted 
to beverage use. There may be some 
medicines which require a liquor other 
than alcohol, but this is provided for in 
the bill, and if there are such prepara- 
tions ‘they can obtain other liquors than 
aloohol.”’ ;

with the Commissioner and notice there- 
of. be given to the Attorney General 
days before the permit is to be 
and the Commissioner receives 
authority to rgquire posting of such 
notice. 

** Seventy-five thousand permits have 
been issued to manufacture, transport, 
prescribe or sell non-beverage liquors 
under the National Prohibition act,’’ ac- 
| cording to the report. ‘In many in- 
stances these applicants secured their 
permits without the people knowing 
that the application was made. Many 
permits- which ought not to have been 
granted, would have been rejected. if 
the poupis had known that the applicant 
was asking for it. It will greatly help 
the officers to secure the information 
which this notice will bring or cause the 
people to b ng to them.”’ 

It is ovided that &any Federal or 
State officer or person authorized to act 
for them, may appear against such ap- 
plication. At present there is no specific 
authority for any one to appear against 
a bad application. : 

The Attorney General récelyes con- 
current power with the Commissioner to 
revoke a rmit for the same reason 
that the Commissioner may revoke it. 
“With the large number of permits it 
is difficult for the Commissioner to 
give adequate attention to these revoca- 
tion proceedings,’’ the report continues. 
“The Attorney General may haye evi- 
dence of a conviction of some permit 
holder, or in the investigation of crime 
in his de ent secure evidence that, 
the permitttee should have his rmit 
revoked. It will work in the interests 
of law enforcement to give the Justice 
Department this additional power.’ 

Jurisdiction is oh to the courts in 
Hawaii and the Virgin Islands to en- 
force the provision o 
hibition act.

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ASKS MORE POWER 
~ FOR TRADE BOARD 
Hoover Believes Federal Body 


Should Advise Business Men 
of Illegal Practices. 


DECLARES FEW ARE GUILTY 


Administration Investigating Rela- 
tlons of Trade and Price Organl- 
zations to Anti-Trust Laws. 


.Bpecial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—A joint in- 
vestigation of trade and price associa- 
tions is now being made by the Depart- 
ment of Justive ‘and Commerce, and 
where it is found that there is’ evidence 
of intentional violation of the laws, 
prosecutions will be brought. Attorney 
Géneral Daugherty and Secretary Hoov- 
er are in accord in regard to the pro- 
gram. Both also have expressed the 
opinion that a large majority of the 
associations are playing the game fairly 
and that the lawbreakers are few in 
number. 

In a statement issued today Secretary 
Hoover suggested. that the Federal 
Trade Commission law be changed s0 
that the commission would have author- 
ity to advise business. men as to what 
constituted a violation of the anti-trust 
laws. He expressed the belief that this 
could be done with benefit to business 
and the public. 

“The relation of trade associations 
and trade institutes to the anti-trust 
laws,’’ said Mr. Hoover, -‘‘ have been 
discussed at great length in the Ad- 
ministration. Of the many thousands of 
such organizations there are a small 
minority who have degenerated into 
ways that make for restraint of trade. 

‘“ All are agreed that the purposes and 
actions of the vast majority of national 
associations are a constructive contribu- 
tion to public welfare. Their activity 
in promotion of better business prac- 
tices, advancement of technical proc- 
esses, simplification of production, 
standardization of quality, extension of 
foreign trade, commercial arbitration, 
&c., all make for more efficient indus- 
try and business. Many of them collect 
information as to the production, stocks 
of raw and other material, percentage of 
industry in active operation, total orders 
in hand—all of which, when available to 
the public, contribute both to stability 
and the increasing efficiency of indus- 
try and to the protection both of the 
smaller manufacturer and the consum- 
ers. The Department of Commerce 
wishes to gee eer al and assist with all 

f this sort of effort. 
One ‘A smaller number of such associa~- 
tions have been engaged in the collection 
of data on prices for the exclusive use 
of their members. Some of these asso- 
ciations have been rcp with delimit- 
ing areas of commodity distribution 
amo their members and other misuse 
of information. 

‘““ Whether these latter practices con- 
stitute a violation of the National Anti- 
trust laws must be determined, by the 
courts, and this the Attorney General 
is vigorously proceeding to find out. 

“All this raises anew the question 
of the authority of the Federal Trade 
Commission. The original conception of 
the commission. was that it should, 
among other things, advise business men 
as to what constituted a violation of 
the restraint of trade laws, but these 
powers were struck out in the course of 
original legislation. It seems to me 
that the seven years’ experience of the 
commission should now enable a recon- 
sideration: of its powers, with a view 
to giving a more constructive function, 
subject, say, to review by the Attorney 
General, by which it could remove the 
uncertainties from the mind of business 
men as to the line between the field of 
co-opesation for promotion of produc- 
tin and trade in public interest and the 
field of practices against public inter- 
est. There is nothing so destructive 
of business as uncertainty and business 
has inherently enough uncertainty to 
deal with, without this one.’’ 


SEIZED RUM HERE 
WORTH $45,000,000 


Bootleg Value Likely to Be Cat 
by Nine-tenths When It Is 
Sold at Auction. 
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Whiskey, wine and other liquors held 
by the Federal and city authorities in 
warehouses in New York are worth 
about $45,000,000 at bootleggers’ prices, 
according to estimates yesterday. After 
acquiring clear title to it, the city and 
Federal Government will sell all that is 
of good quality at auction to druggists, 
hospitals and licensed dealers. From 
indications the auction value will be 
about one-tenth of the bootlegging price. 
At a small sale of confiscated liquor in 
Brooklyn, good whiskey Brought only 
$1-a quart. ; 

The city has liquor valued at $15,- 
000,000 in warehouses and ha@ not ac- 
quired title to any part of it. The city 
must obtain title to each lot by civil 
actions. The Federal Government must 
proceed in the same manner, so that 
the ownership of practically the entire 
$45,000,000 worth is legally in doubt. 
As a result, it probably will be months 
before any large part of the liquor is 
sold at auction. In the meantime, the 
city and Federat Government .are pay- 
ing several thousand dollars a week 
storage fees. 

‘“‘The Federal prohibition authorities 
have postponed action toward sale of 
the liquor from time to time because 
of the fact that it was considered in- 
advisable to add to the large quantity 
of liquor in circylation. Only drug- 
gists, hospitals and other licensed deal- 
ers, of course, are permitted to bid. 
This limitation on the market naturally 
keeps the prices down. Most of the 
$15,000,000 worth of liquor confiscated 
by the fice is poison, according to 
Comm oner Enright. The wood alco- 
hol amd other dangerous concoctions will 
be poured into the ocean.

TARIFF RATES PLAN 


But House Republicans Seek 
Scheme to Bring About 
Same Results. 


CONSIDER THREE METHODS 


Two Would Make Schedule Ef- 
fective by Resolution and Third 
Allow President té Do So. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Representa- 
tive Longworth’s resolution making 
tariff rates effective on the introduction 
in the House of any tariff bill should it 
carry an emergency clause to that effect, 
is dead because of its practical rejection 
by House Republican members at a con- 
ference tonight. . 

Acting on this belief, members of tho 
House Ways and Means, Committee to- 
day began consideratidnvef other plans 
to bring the same result—the imposition 
of higher tariff rates before they are 
finally agreed on in Congress and ap- 
proved by the President to head off a 
rush of imports under the lower tariffs 
that are to be supplanted by the new 
rates. 

Three nef schemes are proposed. 
They are simultaneous introduction with 
the new tariff bill of a resolution making 
all or a portion of its rates effective 
from the date of passage and approval of 
the resolution, actron to be taken first 
by Congress on the resolution; passage 
by Congress of a resolution making the 
new tariff rates effective from the date 
of passage by the House of the tariff 
bill, and before Senate action has been 
taken on the legislation and giving au- 
thority to the President, on the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, to make effective for a period not 
exceeding ninety days, any rates car- 
ried in the new tariff bill upon -presenta- 
tion of the legislation to the House. 

The last proposal came from Repreésen- 
tative Little of Kansas, who is not a 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The other suggestions were con- 
sidered by members of the committee 
who are framing the tariff legislation 
and expect months of debate on the leg- 
islation before an agreement has been 
reached with the Senate and the Dill 
made law by the President’s signature. 

Representative Towner of Iowa made 
the strongest opposition to the Long- 
worth plan on the ground of its alleged 
unconstitutionality. It was suggested by 
lawyer members of Congress today that 
each of the new proposals submitted, 
with the possible exception of the Little 
plan, was‘open to the same objections 
and criticism of invalidity made against 
the Longworth resolution. 

The other line of attack on the Long- 
worth plan, led by Representative 
Young of North Dakota, was based on 
the uncertain and vague condition it 
forced on all -business. It was insisted 
that business men would be unable, be- 
cause of unfixed tariff rates, to make 
contracts Yor deliveries or to conduct 
their current business. They could not 
fix sales prices unless they were based 
upon the highest possible tariff rate to | 
which Congress might soar in reaching 
its final decision, and no one was a 
prophet. 

Farmer members are ro gchaaaghh of 
any of the plans proposed by the tariff 
leaders because they fear the immediate 
repeal and destruction of the farmers’ 
emergency tariff duties in the law re- 
cently enacted for enforement during 
the next six months. Few of the farm- 
er afivocates expect the permanent 
tariff rates to be as high as those 
carried in the emergency law and they 
desire the anticipated benefits of this 
law for the full period for which it was 
enacted.

Senator Unexpectedly Departs 
for Home, and Later Will 
Go to Atlantic City. . 


HEALTH SAID TO BE BETTER 


With No Statement Before Start, 
Washington Is a Bit Mystified 
as to His Senate Plans.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Senator Boies 
Penrose, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance, unexpectedly left 
Washington this morning, traveling by 
automobile to his home in Philadelphia. 
Accompanied by his secretary and two 
nurses, Senator Penrose left the: Ward- 
man Park Hotel at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing, and when the big red car got under 
way the orders were to proceed direct 
to Philadelphia, where the Senator will 
remain a few days, after which he will 
transfer his Summer headquarters to 
Atlantic City. 

Following more than a year of seri- 
ous illness, Senator Penrose returned to 
his Senatorial duties in Washington five 
months ago. His departure tdday was 
not deu to a relapse, ‘for, Senator Pen- 
rose’s friends assert, he is in better 
health today than at any time since 
he was stricken nearly two years ago. 
When he arrived in Washington during 
the last Christmas holidays Senator Pen- 
rose was still far from being a well 


man, and it was not until after he had 
been in Washington some weeks that 
he discarded the use of the big wheel 
‘chair which became during the last and 
this Congress a familiar. sight in the 
Senate end of the Capitol. 

Since January, Senator Penrose, as 
Chairman of the Committee on Finance; 
has been one of the busiest Senators in 
‘Washington. He has conducted the 
hearings on the, two emergency. tariff 
bills, the Soldiers’ Bonus bill, the Sales 
Tax bill, the*nomination of David H. 
Blair to’ be Commissioner of Internal 


Revenue and various, other measures 


and questions that have come before the 
committee. In practically all of these 
hearings Senator Penrose personally pre- 
sided and directed the examination of 
the witnesses. 

Every effort was made today to keep 
secret, until after he had ‘gone, the re- 
turn of Senator Penrose to fladelphia.

The Senator made no statement for

WOULD LIBERALIZE TERMS 


It Provides Easier Conditions for 
Adjustment of Claims and for 
War Insurance.

Bureau, provision is made for the estab-

rector of the Veetrans’ Bureau, to de-

‘Complaint Tells of Rejection by Her! 


of Proposal to Start Action 
: in Reno. 


_ The fact that Archibald B. Gwathmey 
Jr, has sued his wife, Mrs. Isabelle C. 
Gwathmey, for a divorce in Florida on 
the ground of desertion was made 
xnown in the Supreme Court yesterday 
when papers were filed in a suit by 
Mrs. Gwathmey for an injunction re- 
straining her husband from prosecuting 
the suit on the ground that both are 
residents of New York and that Mr. 
Gwathmey has stated fraudulently in 
his divorce action that he is a resident 
of Florida. 

The case is said to be the first in 
which a husband, or wife in this State 
upon being sued for divorce in another 
State has sought to prevent the prose- 
cution of the action through an injunc- 

. tion issued in this State. In all pre- 
vious actions brought in other States 
the person sued has itted the action 
to go by default and has then attacked 
the decree in this State on the ground 
that the court had no jurisdiction. 

The troubles of the Gwathmeys have 
been before the local courts for several 
years. Mrs. Gwathmey sued her hus- 
and, who is head of the brokerage firm 
of Gwathmey & Co., in 1919 for an ac- 
counti of sums alleged to be due her 
on stock transactions, and at the sanre 
time brought an action against him and 
his father to prevent them from ousting 
her from an apartment in the house 
owned by the father at 49 West Seventy- 
second Street, after her husband had 
left her in Sepembter, 1919. She lost 
this case and was compelled to move 
after her father-in-law had threatened 
to cut off all service to the apartment. 
The accounting suit was heard before 
Justice 
been decided. 

In her latest action Mrs. Gwathmey | 
got a temporary injunction from Justi:e 

in restraining Mr. Gwathmey fro’n 
prosecuting the Florida divorce suit 
filed on April 26, and an application to 
continue the injunction will be heard 
. Mrs. Gwathmey contends that the 
suit is intended to affect her status as 

a wife and her property rights, and. 
that its purpose also to vex and 
harass her. . 

in her petition Mrs. Gwathmey said 
she married the defendant in 1895 and 
lived with him until Sept. 20, 1919, 
when he abandoned her without cause. 
She tells of her suit to prevent being 
ousted from her father-in-law’s apart- 
ment house, and states that when her 
husband ‘was testifying in the account- 
ing suit last month he said he was liv- 
ing with his brother at 49 West Sev- 
enty-second Street, and also said that 
his home had been in Florida since the 
Spring of 1919. She said that this state- 
ment was false, because he lived with 
her in West Seventy-second Street until 
the Fall of 1919. She said he told her 
he was a member of a fishing club at 
Isimarada, Fla., but he went there only 
once a year to fish. She says: 

*“* My husband asked me in June, 1919, 
to go to Reno and divorce him in order 
that he might live his own life, and 
told me if I would do so he would not 
contest the action, would provide for 
me handsomely, and would turn over 
half his fortune, but I refused.’’ 

Mrs. Gwathmey said she received the 
summons in the divorce action in Mon- 
ree County, Fla., on May 3, and that 
she could not afford to go to Florida 
to resist the suit or contest the juris- 
diction of the Florida courts, because 
she had an income of only $3,200 a 
year from: property given to her by her 
husband. 

The petition states that under the 
Florida law a person cannot sue there 
as a resident until after -living in the 
State for two years,.and for this rea- 
son her husband’s claim that he is a 
legal resident with power to sue there 
is fraudulent. 


NEW CITIZENS VICTIMIZED. 


Federal Clerks in Chicago Accused 
of Selling Naturalization Papers. 
Special to The New York Times. 





CHICAGO, June 2.—A conspiracy to} 


victimize applicants for naturalization 
papers, which is said to have netted 
many thousands of dollars to its orig- 
inators, is being investigated by the De- 


partment of Justice. 

Edward J. Zappen, a former employe 
in the office of the Chief Clerk of 
the Circuit Court of Cook County, has 
been arrested and is held in $5,000 bonds 
by United States Commissioner Mason.+ 
Ferman Bartels, chief clerk of the same 
office, is said to have been arrested and 
released on his own recognizance, whil 
four men including other Federal em- 
ployes are being sought by the agents 
of the Department of Justice. Assistant 
United States Attorney Edwin Wiesl in 
eharge of the investigation said that 
several prominent men were involved 
and that evidence insuring their indict- 
ment had been obtained. 

A few days ago If. P. McNichols, a 
clerk -in the Federal naturalization of- 
fice was dismissed. 

According to the stories told by victims 
of the scheme, money was demanded for 
naturalization papers. Most of the vic- 
tims, it is said, were former saloon keép- 
ers. One of these men was forced to pay 
$200 to obtain naturalization es on 
the ground that he had violated the pro- 
hibition laws. These men were told by 
the ‘‘ ring ’’ that they could not be nat- 
uralized as the records of violations of 
- the prohibition laws were on file against 
them. But with the payment of sums 
of money, generally $200, they would 
be -told that the records could be de- 
stroyed, The saloon men invariably paid 
the money, it is said. 

One confession is said to have been 
made.

“Snapshots of 1921,” the first of a 
series of Summer revues that will dot’ 
Broadway before the August buyers 
start the new theatrical season, is well 
above the average for that sort of 
entertainment—even though, as with its 
kind, it contains little or nothing for 
the adult intelligence. Rough-and- 
ready fun, this—nearly ready, in all 
events—designed frankly to extract the 
loud guffaw rather than the compara- 
tively calm chuckle. With Lew Fields, 
Nora Bayes, and De Wolf Hopper as 
its principal entertainers, and with Lulu 
McConnell and George McKay lending 
valiant aid, the revue at the Selwyn 
wields the slapstick to better effect than 
it has been wielded for a long time. The 
result is certain to delight Broadway 
and the Broadwayites, be the Summer 
ever so hot. 

Some months ago E. Ray Goetz pre- 
sented on tour a musical piece entitled 
** Piccadilly to Broadway,’’ and it is por- 
tions of this production—or fractions, 
rather—that have led to the entertain- 
ment at the Selwyn.

Lulu 
McConnell is a comedienne of the early 
Trixie Friganza kind, getting her best 
results in close proximity with the floor. 
With George McKay she provides one of 
the most hilarious scenes when she puts 
together a collapsible bungalow. It is 
she who does all the work, even to lift- 
ing the bricks to the roof, and the one 
unforgettable line of the evening occurs 
when Mr. McKay, urging her to lift 
with care, bids her ‘‘ Remember your 
operation.”’ 

Miss Bayes is present in profusion and 
blonde hair, singing love ditties to Alan 
Edwards, figuring in several of the trav- 
esties (she is the Ethel Barrymore of 
*“ Clair de Lune,’’ and all in all help- 
ing a good deal. De Wolf Hopper ap- 
pears to be somewhat lost in the pro- 
ceedings—it was only as John Barry- 
more that he came into his own.

ERLANGER BUYS GAIETY 
AND FULTON THEATRES 


Purchases Property at Broadway 
and 46th Street, With Two Of- 
fice Buildings, for $3,200,000. 


A. L. Erlanger yesterday closed one of 
the largest theatrical real éstate deals 
of recent years when he purchased from 
the Forty-sixth Street and Broadway 
Realty Company the property at Broad- 
way and Forty-sixth Street on which 
stands the Gaiety Theatre, the Fulton 
Theatre, and the two office buildings 
over these theatres. The purchase price, 
with expenses involved in the transac- 
tion, will amount to more than 


,200,000. 

Negotiations for the purchase were 
carried on between Mr. Erlanger and 
Maurice Wertheim, President of the, 
Forty-sixth Street and Broadway Realty 
Company. There were several other 
bidders for the property. 

In theatrical circles it was not thought 
that the purchase of the Gaiety and Ful- 
ton Theatres by Mr. Erlanger would re- 
sult in changes in the theatrical map. 
The Fulton Theatre lease had been held 
‘for some years by Mrs. Henry B. Harris, 
and the playhouse was sublet by her 
several years ago to Oliver D. Bailey, 
who still centrols it. Whether or not 
Mr. Erlanger plans eventually to add the 
Fulton Theatre to his New York string 
is not known at present. 

The Gaiety Theatre has long been 
booked by Mr. Erlanger, and accordingly 
the purchase of this property by him 
can make no difference so far as the 
theatre is concerned. This house has 
for many years been one of the most 
successful in New York, and for the 
last three seasons has been the scene of 
the record-breaking run of “‘ Lightnin’.”

Captain ‘Beverly Grayson Chew, 
Up for Army Trial, Confused 
With Beverly Chew. : 


FORGERY LAID TO OFFICER 


Similarity Said to Have Helped in 
Opening Bank and Department 
Store Accounts. 


Captain Beverly Grayson Chew, vet- 
eran of the World War, who is being 
tried before a court-martial at Govern- 
ors Island on charges of forgery, deser- 
tion and conduct unbecoming an. officer 
and a gentleman, has been frequently 
confused with Beverly Chew, formerly 
Vice President of the Metropolitan Trust 
Company, according to information 
which came into the possession of the 
prosecution yesterday soon after the 
trial was adjourned until next Monday. 
The defence of the officer is being based 
on the question whether he returned 
from France in a normal mental state. 

The name of Beverly Chew, which for 
years was one of the most respected in 
Wall Street, enabled the officer to es- 
tablish a credit account with Franklin 
Simon & Co., and also enabled his wife 
to overdraw a’ checking account she 
formerly had with the Bankers Trust 
Company, according to report. 

It was learned by the Judge Advocate’s 
office on Governors Island that Cap- 
tain Chew had tried to open an account 
with Abraham & Straus in Brooklyn. 
Again the name resembling that of the 
Wall Street banker almost proved suf- 
ficient, but one of the credit represen- 
tatives of the store, seeking confirma- 
tion of the application, got into tech 
with the banker and the latter denied 
that he had authorized any one to open 
@ charge account with Abraham & 
Straus. 

That the alleged activities of Captain 
Chew and his wife had caused annoy- 
ance to the banker was learned yester- 
day when the Judge Advocate’s Depart- 
ment began piecing together details of 
the manner in which the checking ac- 
count of Captain Chew’s wife with the 
Bankers Trust Company had been over- 
drawn. y 

The account was opened by Mrs. Chew 
under another name, according to the 
information placed at the disposal of the 
Judge Advocate’s office. Her respon- 
sibility was vouched for by her hus- 
band, but officials of the bank con- 
fused the officer with the financier. The 
account did not come to the attention 
of the banker until the wife of the offi- 
cer had overdrawn it and several of her 
checks had been paid, it was said. 

A brother of the banker, Alexander 
Chew; who lives in the Royalton Apart- 
ments, 44 West Fourty-fourth Street, 
denied last night that Captain Chew 
was connected in any way with Beverly 
Chew, formerly Vice-President of the 
Metropolitan Trust Company. 

‘‘T had never heard of Captain Bever- 
ly Grayson Chew until I saw his name 
mentioned in newspaper accounts of the 
court-martial on Governor’s Island be- 
fore which he is appearing on numerous 
charges of -forgery,’’ s Mr. Chew. 
‘‘He is in no way related to our fam- 
ily, and I know that my brother never 
heard of him until the present investi- 
gation was started by the army au- 
thorities.’’ 

When Mr. Chew was asked if he 
could explain the unusual coincidence of 
names, he said that he could not ac- 
count for it. The middle name of the 
army ofdficer, Grayson, has never been 
linked with the family of the banker, he 
said. In the affidavit of George B. 
Chew, father of the army officer, it 
was set forth that the history of the 
family dated back to the earliest set- 
tlers who came to Jamestown, Va., in 
1622. According to Alexander Chew, it 
is possible that Captain Chew was a 
descendant of a collateral branch of his 
family, but if this is true the families 
have become so widely separated that 
all blood relations have been lost to 
sight. 

The father of Captain Chew yesterday 
identified an affidavit in which he sug- 
gested that his son had come back from 
France mentally changed. He was led 
to admit on the stand that he had told 
his son in the presence of one of his 
army comrades that Captain Chew and 
his wife were unsuited as life mates, 
and that he had had nothing to do with 
his daughter-in-law for several months 
after his son’s marriage.

Both are named in the rege cpa of and 
robbery indictment. It is alleged that 
they, with Joe Urbaytis, George Rogers 
and Charles Schultz, took ten maii sacks 
containing $1,000,000 from the Post Of- 
fice early in the morning of Feb. 17. 

The arraignment of Wanda Urbaytis, 
indicted yesterday with Father Gorek 
of New Chicago, Ind., and four others, 
probably will be delayed until the priest 
and other defendants are brought here 
from Chicago. 

It is charged that Fisher’ disposed of 
about $285,000 of the bonds. He sold 
most of them to brokerage firms in New 
York, and it was through these. sales 
that the several defendants now impli- 
cated in the robbery were traced, 











WALDORF-ASTORIA 


| Traffic Blocked by Homeward-

CHICAGO, June 2.—Virtually every 
popular impression concerning ‘‘ great 
white ways’”’ was ridiculed in a report 
submitted today to the forty-fourth an- 
nual convention of the National Electric. 
Light Association. 

First of all the report advocates 
‘““ white ways’’ because they are proof 
of progressiveness and advertise the 
cities they grace. Says the report: 

‘The establishment of ‘white ways’ 
and ‘intensive Gr super-white ways’ 
in various cities is a desirable form 
of street lighting. These boons ac- 
crue wherever its lights shine; in- 


creased business on streets lighted and 
influx of out of town buyers, a psycho- 
logical impression of thrift and prog- 
ress, fewer overhead wires, greater civic 
pride, less crime, prompting other im- 
provements, better street sanitary con- 
ditions, less traffic congestion, new in- 
dustries, enhanced real estate values.,’’ 

James M. Beck, Solicitor-General of 
the United States, was the principal 
speaker at the public policy session of 
the convention tonight. He commended 
the effort service corporations are mak- 
ing to establish closer relations with 
consumers. 

The facilities of the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change were offered to the public utili- 
ties today, following a conference be- 
tween stock exchange representatives 
and a delegation of 100 electric dak 
and power executives who are attending 
the convention. Plans for listing the 
utilities securities in large volume at 
once were formulated. 

‘The public is ready for an open pub- 
lic utility security market, but no such 
market exists now,’’ said Walter S&S. 
Brewster in addressing the meeting. 


GIFT TO 90-YEAR-OLD USHER 


Col. James R. Silliman Receives Plic- 
ture of Cathedral of St. John. 


Colonel James R. Silliman, said to be 
the oldest cathedral usher in the world, 
was the recipient of & large framed pic- 
ture of the Cathedral cf St. John the 
Divine last evening in Synod Hall at a 
special meeting of the Laymen’s Club of 
the cathedral. The gathering was in 
honor of the ninetieth birthday of Colo- 
nel Silliman. 

There were addresses by Bishop Wil- 
liam T. Manning, Dean Howard Chand- 
ler Robbins and Dr. Edward Hagaman 
Hall, the head usher. The Chairman 
was Dr. George F. Kunz, President of 
the club. The choir boys, led by Dr.

An interesting variety of occurrences 
‘on yesterday's markets comprised re- 
newed weakness in foreign exchange, 
sterling declining 3 cents from Wednep- 
dey's cloging ; an 8 per cent. call money 
rate on the Stock Exchange notwith- 
‘standing lewer prices; a remarkably:

The New York Reserve Bank's gold re- 
serve increased no legs than $48,700,000, 
but that large addition eccurred almost. 
entirely as a result ef credite in the 
system's central gold fund, transferred 
fram ether Reserve banks to New York's 
aceount, The sta nt gave no indi- 
cation ef the $35, 
credit, which is apparently being carried 
in a special account. But the New York 
Bank's reserve ratie has risen to 60,8 
per cent., the highest since early in 1918 
and only 2% per cent, below the top 
price of that year. On the other hand, 
the Reserve system as a whole reported 
fractional decrease in its ratio; seme- 
thing which has oceurred in only two 
other weeks of 1981. This happened not- 
withstanding $15,700,000 gain in gold re- 
serve; but rediscounts increased heavily 
and note etrculation rose $16,400,000.

If the' estimate is correct, and 
if it were to be followed by the further 
deterioration rather common after a bad 
start, it would bear rather strikingly on 
the cotton situation—especially as af- 
fected by the movement for reduction of 
acreage. The department gave out no 
acreage figures yesterday, but recent 
trade estimates have predicted an aver- 
age reduction running all the way from 
26 to 31 per cent. 

Combination of curtailment on any 
such scale with as low a condition as 
was reported yesterday would point to 
the smallest crop since 1896. Acreage 
estimates are as yet, however, largely 
conjecture and June ‘‘ condition percent- 
ages’’ very untrustworthy as fore 
shadowing actual yield. The 62% per 
gent. condition of this month in 1920 set 
the whole South talking of a 10,000,000- 
bale crop and sent cotton prices up to 
48% cents a pound. But the Govern- 
ment’s condition percentage was raised 
to 70% in July and to 74% in August; 
the actual 1920 yield of cotton was 
around 13,000,000 bales, and the fall in 
price to the recent 11% cents was the 
result.

Fressury Officials Believe Fed- 
| etal Reserve Banks Can 
Make It This Summer. 


MAY DROP PENALTY RATES 


Administration Expected to Adopt 
Policy Recommended to Harding 
by New York Bankers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Treasury of- 
ficiala bélieve that another cut in the 
discount rated of the Federal Reserve 
Banks will be possible some time this 
: Summer. It was said teday that the 
‘general financial situation was showing 
' several favorable symptoms, and a gen- 
! eral loosening up of the credit situation 
| is expected. 

' It does not follow that there wiil be 
‘@ deep slash in the rates, but a drop 
of even one-half of 1 per cent. from the 
present levels would, it is felt, have an 
excellent effect upon the money market. 
Most of the experts believe that a re- 
duction in the discount rates of the 
Federal Reserve Banks would be re- 
flected in all credit transactions. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon had 
a conference with W. P. G. Harding, 
Governor of the Federal Reserve Board, 
concerning the tour which the latter 
made of the Middle West and was’ 
pleased was the report Mr. Harding 
made. Mr. Mellon feels that a gradual 
change for the better may be looked for 
unless unforeseen circumstances arise to 
check the course of reconstruction. ; 

_ It also developed today that the Ad- 
ministration probably would soon adopt 
the policy of discontinuing the so-called 
penalty rate or progressive rate which 
Federal Reserve banks are permitted to 
eharge for discounting paper after a 
certain limit, to be determined by the 
banks, has been reached. Such rates 
are now operative in the Karsas City 
and St. Louis districts. 

The group of New York bankers who 
dined with President k; Herding at the 

ite House about te 8 ago, rec- 
ommended that those penalty rates be 
abandoned, holding that they tended ta 
force liquidation which was unfortunate 
at this time, and operated against bor- 
rowers, other than speculators, who 
sought to obtain loans from banks which 
were enforcing the high rates. It was 
intimated after the dinner that the Ad- 
ministration looked favorably upon the 
view of the bankers and that a decision 
soon would be made. 

Readjustment of: railroad wages and

Satisfaction was expressed today by 
Commissioner Lobdell of the Farm Loan 
Board over the adoption by the Senate 
of the Curtis-Nelson bill, which he de- 
seribed as a ‘‘ sound and constructive 
piece of farm credit legislation which 
cures a fundamental defect in the Farm 


Loan act.’”’

“ON CLOTHING UNION 


President and Counsel of New 
York Employers Appear 
Before Committee. 

















And to Make Carrying On of Busi- 
ness by Owners Unprefitable 
or Impossible. ; 


Special to'The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON June 2.—William A. 
Bandler, President of the New. York 
Clothing Trades Association, and Archi- 
bald Stevenson, counsel for that associa- 
tion, appeared before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor today 
and urged that the committee report 
favorably a resolution.for the investiga- 
tion of the clothing industry in New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and other leading centres of the industry 
in the United States: Two resolutions, 
one by Senator Moses and another by 
Senator Borah, calling for such an in- 
vestigation are now before the commit- 
tee. 

‘“‘T appear to urge the clothing, investi- 
gation,” said Mr. Stevenson, ‘* with two 
points in. ming. First, because condi- 
tions exist in the clothing industry that 
have increased the cost of clothing, and 
this affects every man, woman and child 
who wears, clothes in the United States. 
These high costs were brought about 
largely by the control gained over the 
clothing industry by the Amalgamated 
Clothing .Workers of America. That 
control brought about undefproduction 
of all kinds of garments. 

“‘ Furthermore, it has tended to pro- 
duce abuses similar to those existing 
in the building trades industry, The 
power of walking delegates and shop 
chairmen to call strikes in individual 
shops on minor pretexts raises the temp- 
tation on the part of employers to give 
special concessione—in other . words, 
there is the temptation to graft. 

‘““The second phase is the fact that 
the Amalgamated represents an indus- 
trial union movement, as distinguished 
from the trade union movement, which 
means the concentration of control of 
clothing workers in the hands of small 
committees. This movement is un- 
American, and its purpose is the seizure 
of the industry, the steps taken to effect 
the seizure being to gain control of the 
factories, and to make the carrying on 
of the business unprofitable if not im- 
possible. . 

‘*A further purpose is to extend the 
principles of its organization to other 
labor organizations, and with this pur- 
pose in view there was formed the 
American Textile Workers, a similar 
organization in the textile industry. 
Large contributions were made by these 
organizations to the support of the 
steel strike.”’ 

‘‘“The investigation,’’ said President 
Bandler, ‘‘ should be made because it 
will show up the whole question. I also 
emphasize that this is nota city or State, 
but a national problem. The scheme of 
the Amalgamated: Association is to ex- 
tend its activities into every town and 
eve shop in the country. They are 
holding back  heggh now in order to get a 
firm foothold in New York, to make that 
city the base of their nation-wide opera- 
tions. I do not urge an investigation 
merely in the interest of the manufactur- 
ers. I would not raise a finger to pro- 
tect any employer who violates. the 
proper ethical standards.”’ 


CLOTHING WORKERS 
BACK ON JOB TODAY 


24 Weeks of Idleness Ends, 
Agreement Calling for 157% 
Wage Cut Being Signed. 


The ‘Amalgamated Clothing Warkers 
of America antrounced yesterday that an 
agreement had been signed between the 
workers and the Clothing Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, and that the strike of 
twenty-four weeks in. the men’s clothing 
industry was ended. There is yet to be 
made an agreement with the group of 
irreconcilables, headed by William 
Bandler, former President of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association. The irreconcil- 


ables have refused to treat with the 
union and will maintain the open shop. 
As a result of the signing of the pact, 
thousands of workers will return to 
work today. 
The-chief points in the new agreement 





re: 

1. The principle of the union shop is 
to prevail. 

2. Hours of work are to be forty-four 
per week. 

3. In each shop group’ standards of 
production will be determined fur each 
operation by representatives of the union 
and the employers. 

4. A joint committee of the union and 
the association will determine the scale 
of wages. When this scale is reached 
it automatically becomes a part of his 
agreement. 

5. A commission made up of represen- 
tatives of the union and representatives 
of the association will be appointed to 
work out the relations among the union, 
the association and the contractors. 

6. There is to be a general reduction 
of 15 per cent. in wages., except for 
cutters. 

7. A board of arbitration is established 
in which is vested the administration of 
the new agreement. The board. is to be 
composed of three members—one repre- 
sentative of the union, one representa- 
tive of the association and a third mem- 
ber, jointly selected. who shall. be 
known as the. Impartial Chairman. 
Commenting on the agreement, Sidney 
Hillman, President of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers, characterized it as 
the ‘“‘ most constructive eement ever 
entered into by the New York clothing 
market.”’

Country Girls Fall Under Evil influ- 

ence, Woman Declares Be- 
fore Mayor. 


There have been eleven suicides within 
eight blocks in Greenwich Village \in 
one year. Mrs. Louis Sherwin of” 18 
Bast Eighth Street, told Mayor Hylan 
yesterday. when she called with other 
members of a-delegation of residents to 
protest “against the licensing of. dance 
halls in the village. Men who own 
houses that have been made over into 
two-room apartments seem to be im- 
mune from the law, she said. 

he i aN teachers and artists come to 
thfé séction because it has,had a reputa- 
tion of being a beautiful, quiet section, 
and in their study and work they want 
quiet,’’ she told the Mayor. ‘Some of 
them come to see life and they see it 
with such a vengeance that there have 
been eleven suicides within eight blocks 
the past year.”’ 

“Were they school teachers?’ asked 
thé Mayor. ‘ 

‘“* Not all, two were, I believe. Young 

girls come down from the country, who, 
by their appearance, you can see have 
been ‘well brought up, come to the neigh- 
borhood and week by week you can see 
them going down. When you complain 
to the agent about the scenes you are 
told to move to Cherry Hill or the 
Bronx.”’ 
Michael J..-Horan, attorney for the 
residents, told the Mayor that some of 
the places which he did not believe 
should have licenses were the Moulii 
Rouge, the Studio, the Coal Mine, the 
Pirates’ Den, the Blue Horse, the Blue 
Bird, the Blue Goose, the Devil’s Gar- 
nia the Jolly Friars, and the Village 
nn. 

‘“‘If your Honor will pass along Sixth 
Avenue from Fourth Street to Washing- 
ton Place, any night, the first thing 
that will impress you is how in the 
world’ the people ever got permission to 
operate dance halls in these filthy cel- 
lars,’’ he said. 

After listening to the complaints May- 
or Hylan told the committee that the 
condition would be remedied. He asked 
them to come back in a week and tell 
him if things were not better.

ARGENTINA REPRESSES 


Public Services Continue and Non- 
Unionists Are Employed—The 
Martha Washington Sails. 


BUENOS AIRES, June 2.—Efforts by 
communist labor elements to bring on 
a general strike in Argentina have thus 
far failed to win complete success. All 
public services, with the exception, of 
taxicabs, continue in operation, while 
work in the port zone is proceeding, and 
non-union laborers are being employed. 
The maritime strike, which became 
effective yesterday, tied up many ves- 
sels belonging to the Argentine Naviga- 
tion Company, but the concern was re- 
ported last night to be recruiting non- 
union crews, Various manufacturin 
concerns, including flour mills an 
bakeries, were closed down yesterday, 
but they#were comparatively small, few 
of them employing more than 200 men 
each. Newspapers generally credit the 
authorities with preventing the spread 
of the strike by vigorous repression of 
communist activities and preventing 
gatherings and demonstrations. 

A manifesto was issued by the Ar- 
gentine Labor Federation . yesterday, 
calling on affiliated unions to assist in 
making the general strike effective until 
the authorities released persons who had 
been arrested, restored to the unions the 
headquarters which had been seized and 
permitted meetings to be held. The 
manifesto closed by: declaring that the 
Government had “‘ gone over to capital.’’ 
Should this call be obeyed, the situat‘cn 
would become more serious, as the Fed- 
eration is credited with a membership 
of 300,000.

PARIS, June 2.—Record prices are be- 

ing obtained at a public sale of the 

Engel Gros collection of porcelain, crys- 

tal and other art objects now going on 

at the Hotel Drouot. 

Two hundred and ninety- five pieces 

have been sold for a total of 5,000,000 

francs. Many of the prices paid are far 

in excess of the experts’ valuation. 
Today a Persian drinking cup valued at 

15,000 francs was sold for 102,000 francs 

in addition to which the buyer must pay 


a tax. of 17% per cent. The Louvre paid 
125,000 francs for a Limoges platter, a 
little tapestry of the fifteenth century 
brought 455,000 francs and a Persian 
prayer rug 308,000. An enameled goblet 
of the fourteenth century valued at 
30,000 francs was sold for 105,000.
